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THIRTEEN MILLIONS LESS 


PROSPEROUS CONDITION OF THR 
NATION’S TREASURY, 

A DECREASE IN THE DEBT OF OVER THIR- 
TEEN MILLION DOLLARS DURING OC- 
TOBER—AN UNPRECEDENTED REDUC= 
TION FOR THE LAST FOUR MONTHS—CIR- 
CULATION OF THE SILVER DOLLARS, 

Wasnineton, Nov, 1.—The large saving 


effected in the annual interest charged on the 
national debt, by the steady purchase of bonds 
for the sinking fund and by the conversion of 
the 5 and 6 per cent. bonds into bonds bearing 
& lower rate of interest, is now apparent 
in the large reduction in the public debt made 
during the four months of the current fiscal 
year ending yesterday. Last year the totalre- 
Suction was over $101,000,000, and that was re- 
garded as a most satisfactory financial exhibit. 
This year, however, there is promise of a much 
larger reduction, and unless the existing con- 
dition of Governmental affairs should be in- 
terfered with by unwise legislation, or by 
some event that cannet be foreseen, the reduo- 
tion will be upward of $125,000, 000, 

The debt statement for October, issued to- 
day, shows a reduction for the month of $13,- 
821,458, and for the four months ending yes- 
terday ef over $55,000,000. This is the largest 
reduction made for the same four months of 
any year for along period. It exceeds the re- 
duction fer the corresponding four months 
of last year by $22,000,000, and is only 
&2,000,600 short of the aggregate reduction 
made during the corresponding four months 
of the combined six years ending July 30, 1879. 
If the reduction for the remaining eight 
months of this fiscal year equals that 
for the same eight months of last 

ear, and there is no reason to doubt 
that it will, the net reduction for the 12 months 
ending June 30, 1882, will be $123,000,000. This 
very favorable condition of the nation- 
al finances is due to the continuance 
bf large receipts from Customs and 
internal revenue and to the reduction 
in the annual interest charges. The extent 
to and rapidity with which the interest ac- 
count has been reduced will be _bet- 
ter appreciated when it is stated in 
tigures. On July 1, 1865, when the 
public debt was at the highest point, 
the annual interest charge was $151,000,000 
perannum. On July 1, 1880, it had fallen to 
679,633,981. To-day it is $60,962,245, a sum 
that is about equal to two-fifths of that paid 
in July, 1865. 

The 5 and 6 per cent. bonds have disappeared 
from the interest-bearing column of the debt 
statement, and the amounts of those bonds 
still outstanding has been assigned to the 


column of debt on which interest has 
ceased. This column foots up, includ- 
Ing interest due and unpaid, neariv 
$15,000,000, of which about $8,500,000 is 
due for called 5 per cent. bonds and about 
$5,000,009 for sixes, some of which are five- 
twenties that were called nine years ago. Why 
the holders of these called bonds do not present 
them for payment is a problem that cannot be 
solved. it is pertinent to direct atten- 


tion to the fact that refunding certificates 
Issued under the ach of Feb, 26, 1879, to 


the amount of $600,000 are borne on the 
ftebt statement. These certificates, with 
accrued interest, are convertible into 
& per cent. bonds when _ presented to 
the United States Treasurer in sums of 
$50 or multiples thereof. Notwithstanding the 
fact that full imstructions are printed on the 
vertificates as to the method of procedure in 
order to convert the certificates into bonds, 
letters are frequently received at the Treasury 
Department asking for information on this 
subject. The accrued and unpaid interest on 
these certificates amounts to $60,000. Of the 
&20,000,000 of 344 percent. bonds, included 
in the one hundred and fifth call only $8,281,500 
have been thus far presented for redemption. 
The available cash balance on hand is $144,- 
893,449, a deerease -of $15,500,000 com- 
pared with Oct. 1. In the October bal- 
ance, however, which was reported at $160,- 
000,000, there was included nearly $11,000,000 
of called 5 per cent. bonds, which were a cur- 


rent liability on that date. The $15,000,000 of 
non-interest-bearing current liabilities shown 
in the October statement are not included in 
the available balance reported to-day. A re- 
fapitulation of the dept statement is appended:

_ The Treasurer's statement of assets and lia- 
bilities shows a decrease of about $2,000,000 in 
old coin and gold bullion compared with 
ct. 1. The continued demand for money 
jo move the crops enabled the Treas- 
arer to pay out nearly as many sil- 
yer dollars during the month as were 
manufactured at the Mints, the increase of 
jhese silver pieces being less than $500,000. 
fhe number of silver dollars coined during the 
month was 2,350,000. The amount in silver 
lollars now on hand is $66,576,378, and 
the amount of silver certificates issued against 
these silver pieces is $66,827,670, The law 
authorizes silver certificates to -be issued in 
sxchauce for silver dollars deposited in the 
freasury, and it will be noticed that the 
smount of certificates issued is almost 
squal to the number of silver dollars now in 
the Treasury vaults. The Treasurer has 
been issuing silver certificates in ex- 
thange for gold when so requested by 
ereditors, and to accommodate merehants 
In transferring money from one point to 
another, but a circular was fssued to-day giv- 
ing notice that im future silver certificates will 
not be issued except for silver dollars. 
The advocates of the silver dollar will 
oubtiess claim that all of these coins 

us far menufactured are _ practieally 
* circulation. About $7,500,000 of 
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silver certificates are included in the available 
cash. It isan important fact, however, that 
the Government has less than 250,000 silver 
dollars that it could use should large 
demands for these coins spring up. Dur- 
ing the month there was a decrease of 
about $330,000 in the stock of fractional silver 
coins, and a deercase of $600,000 in United 
States and national bank notes. 

The Customs receipts for October were $18,- 
862,398, and from internal revenue $13,409,971, 
against $15,204,503 from Customs and $11,737,- 
472 from internal revenue for October, 1880, 
The receipts for the four months ending yes- 
terday, compared with the correspending four 
months of last year, are shown in the follow- 
ing table:

THE INTERIOR PORTFOLIO. 
EX-COMMISSIONER WILLIAMSON SAID TO 
HAVE BEEN OFFERED THE PLACE. 

Wasuineton, Nov. 1.—The report cur- 
rent to-day that Gen. Williamson, late Com- 
missioner ef the General Land Office, is to be 
made Secretary of the Interior, is said to 
be well-founded by gentlemen who are known 
to have the confidence of the President. 
One of these gentlemen says the appeintment 
was decided upon last nieht, and that it will 
be announced very soon. There has been an 
active effort on the part of some prominent 
Iowa men to induce the President to retain 


Secretary Kirkwood. In case this sheuld not 
be done, they have strenuously urged the 
selection of an Iowa man for the place. 
In the latter part of the movement the Iowa 
delegation in Congress has been acting to- 
gether. At the same time, Gen. Grant and his 
immediate followers have been urging Presi- 
dent Arthur to give the Interior Department to 
ex-Senator Chafiee, of Colorado. The use of 
Gen. Williamson’s name has arisen from these 
two movements, he having been suggested as 
a compromise with the Grant interest, as, while 
he is acceptable to those who desire an Iowa 
man, he has long been known as 
one of the most pronounced Grant 
men in Washington. To be from lowa 
and at the same time to be a recognized Stal- 
wart is tocombine the two most important 
qualifications which present themselves 
at this stage of contest. Friends 
of the President say there is 
no doubt that the place has _ been 
offered to Gen. Williamson. The latter has, 
however, a position in connection with Kansas 
railreads as General Land Agent and solici- 
tor, with a salary $2,000 a year greater than 
that of a Cabinet office, and it.is thought 
doubtful by his friends whether he will ac- 
cept.

Large purchases of Confederate bonds are

priee paid to-day is about $2 for each $1,000 of 
bonds. Most of the securities bought here 
come from Virginia, North Carolina, and 
Maryland, and it is a noticeable fact that the 
holders seem quite as ready to sell as the 
brokers are to buy. There is little doubt that 
this purchase movement grows out of the de- 
posit made by the officers of the Confederate 
States during the war and the possibility 
that this sum, which still lies there un- 
claimed, may be divided pro rata among the 
holders of Confederate securities. It is not 
improbable that the question of the disposition 


of this money may become a subject of diplo- | 


matic correspondence between the Govern- 
ments of this country and Great Britain. 


In April last an order was issued by Presi- 
dent Garfield setting apart from the public 


lands the military reservation of Fort 
Maginnis, in Montana Territory. Cer- 
tain miners, alleging that mineral

THE MAIL RING'S METHODS 


—— 


ORDERS FOR CUTTING OFF COSTLY 
EXPEDITION. 

TWO ROUTES IN MONTANA THAT WERE 
PROFITABLY MANIPULATED—PAY _IN- 
CREASED ON SWORN STATEMENTS THAT 
WERE FALSE—A GOOD ILLUSTRATION 


OF THE RING’S DISHONEST WAYS. 


Wasuineton, Nov. 1.—Orders were is- 
sued in the Post Office Department to-day for 
the reduction of the pay on two more of the 
star ring routes by cutting off costly ‘‘ expe- 
dition.’? The saving to be caused by these or- 
ders will amount to a little more than $18,600 
per annum. The circumstances attending 
these reductions deserve description, because 
they explain clearly some of the methods of 
the ring. 

Route No. 36,128—Silver Bow to New-Chi- 
cago, Montana, 85 miles long—was originally 
let, for a term of years, beginning July 1, 1878, 
to D. J. Salisbury, for $2,500 per annum. The 
service was three trips per week and the run- 
ning time was two and five-sixths miles per 
hour. The route was soon turned over to 
Monroe Salisbury, the well-known contractor. 
Soon after the beginning of the term Gov. 
Potts, of Montana, asked for seven trips per 
week, and Delegate Maginnis asked for this 
and also for expedition. There was also 
one petition. Salisbury swore that it 
would be necessary for him to dou- 
ble the number of his men and 
horses, in order to increase the speed from 
two and five-sixths to three and two-thirds 
miles per hour. Expedition was paid for in 
accordance with this statement. On Jan. 1, 
1879, the number of trips was imereased to 
seven, and the running time was redueed in 
this way. Salisbury’s pay was raised from 
$2,500 to $12,627, Of this sum $6,313 was paid 
for expedition. The department, on Aug. 1, 
1881, ordered that the expedition and one trip be 
taken off, and that the usual onemonth’s extra 
pay, on the deduction for expedition, be not 
allowed. This order was made in response to 
the recommendatioss of the department’s 
special agents im the West. ‘The order was 
afterward suspended, but it was put in foree 
to-day, and will take effect on Nov..16. The 
department has discovered that the costly ex- 
pedition, which was ordered on Jan, 1, 1879, 
was not put on until more than two years 
afterward, or on Jan, 13, 1881; but no 
fines or deductions were imposed on 
the contrator during the year 1879 
for failing to put on the expedition 
for which the Government was paving $6,313, 
In the year 1880 fines and deductions amount- 
ing to $6,010 were imposed, and $3,100 of this 
was remitted. There was no ffne or deduction 
in the first quarter of 1881. So much for one 


of the Salisbury ‘‘ expedited” routes. In that 
case the expedition was paid for but was not 
put on. 

In the case of the other route another of the 


ring’s methods is disclosed. Route No. 36,115 
~—Helena to Missoula, Montana—was origin- 


ally let for the same term as in the other case 
to Thomas A. McDevitt, care of J. C. Mc- 
Kibben, who is the Salisbury representative 
here. McDevitt was arrested some time ago 
in Philadelphia for connection with certain 
cases of straw bidding. He turned over this 


route, at the full pay, to Monroe Salisbury. 

he contract pay was $6,425. The distance 
was 140 miles, the service six trips per week, 
and the running time 36 hoursin Summer, and 
59 hours in Winter. Soon after the service 
began, the addition of one trip was 
urged by delegate McGinnis, and _ there 
was one petition for increase and expedition. 
McDevitt submitted a sworn statement con- 
cerning the men and horses required, and upon 
this basis one trip was added and expedition 
to 30 and 45 hours was granted on Jan. 1, 1879. 
The cost of expedition was $11,394 per annum, 
and the pay was raised to $18,739. The revenue 
of the offiees was $1,807. The order of the de- 
partment, which will take effect on Nov. 16, cuts 


off this expedition and the pay for it without 
allowing the usual one month’s extra pay on 


the amount deducted. The pay for expedi- 


tion was computed by means of McDevitt’s 
sworn statement about men and horses. On 
Dec. 18, 1878, he swore that the existing ser- 
vice required the use of 6menand 24 horses, 


and that the proposed increase of speed would 
require 15 men and 60 horses, His pay 
was therefore increased for expedition 
in the proportion of 30 to 7. The 
department has_ discovered, through its 
Inspectors, that before he made that state- 
ment he was using 15 men and 60 horses, in- 
stead of six men and 24 herses, and that not 
one horse and not more than one man was 


added tothe outfit after the expedition was 


put on, It has also discovered that the 


number of men and horses used since ex- 
pedition was put on has in fact been less 
than the number used before. His pay 
was raised 150 per cent., without any 
increase of equipment. Moreover, the 
Inspectors say that there was no need of either 
expedition or the additional trip. The expedi- 


tion was of no benefit to the people, ‘These 


two cases show very plainly some of the 
abuses which were common in the star service 
under Brady.

If a notice was 
left at my office it was with the knowledge that I 
was absent.

ASKING A LIGHTER SENTENCE. 


THE PLEA OF THE DECKERTOWN EDITORS 
WHO PLEADED GUILTY OF LIBEL. 

NewrTon, N. J., Nov. 1.—To-day, at3 P. M., 
the Hon. J. Flavel Magie, of Jersey City, appeared 
before the Court of Quarter Sessions at Newton, 
N. J., and made a motion that the court revise the 
sentence recently passed upon Gibbs & Stanton, 
publishers of the Deckertown Independent. He 
stated that his partner, Judge Bedle, who had been 
retained for Gibbs & Stanton, had important cases 


in the Supreme Court, at Trenton, and had re- 
quested him to appear before this court to state 
the reasons upon which counsel asked for a 
lighter sentence than the court had imposed. 
He eited a number of authorities. showing that a 
court had power to revise or amend a sentence 
during the sameterm. The sentence was a very 
severe oRe—more severe than any for a similar 
offense that had come under his observation. The 
young men were still here, and it was yet within 
the power of the court, if there were reason, for 
it to show mercy. He asked that the sentence be 
reconsidered and made far lighter than a term in 
State prison. He said the young men were inex- 
perienced and their attitude had been misunder- 
stood. They stood ready to make proper acknowl- 
edements. If the court felt any delicacy in chang- 
ing the sentence in the absence of the Supreme 
Court Justice who sat with it upon the ease, it cer- 
tainly could set the sentence aside for further ad- 
visement with him. The ends of justice would in 
no manner suffer thereby, as the court could not 
lose jurisdiction. Counselor Magie was followed 
on the same side by Capt. Lewis Van Blarcom, 
who said that he felt all the more deeply the re- 
sponsibility of this case because, feeling secure in 
the opinion, which was shared by at least one of 
the prosecutors, that a light sentence would be in- 
flicted after the plea of guilty had been made, he 
went away on other business, not remaining until 
the sentence was delivered. 

Prosecutor Cochran said that the application, if 
,made in good faith, as he believed it was, showed 
that the toes men had been iil-advised. He con- 
sidered this an important period in the history of 
the country and condemned the indiscreet action 
of sympathizers with the prisoners. He was not 
disposed to hold them aecountable for that. There 
were no agreements between counsel as to what 
should be the sentence in these cases. The young 
men were bound by their acts, not by those of 
others. They had said they did not intend to re- 
tract. Now, counsel said, they were wilil- 
ing to make reparation. The court, in sen- 
tencing, said if the had then come _ re- 
penting the court would have been more lenient, 
Presiding Judge Martin announced that the court 
had the right to reconsider the sentence, but as 
Judge Magie, who had sat with it by the special re- 
quest of each of the County Judges, was not pres- 
ent, it would not be delicate to revise the sentence 
without consulting him. Hesaid that the Judges 
present had decided to go in a body to Judge 
Magie on Saturday next, and each to present his 
views and deliberate with him. He would make 
an order staying the exeeution of the Sherlff's war- 
rant, and would ay rye the court until Wednes- 


day, Nov. 9, when the full bench would be ready to 
listen to any statement from the young men threat- 
ened with this dire calamity, and counsel would be 
heard upom the question of a modification of the 
sentence.

He has many warm friends who would be pleased to 
see him retained ana his long service in the office 
bas given him many qualifications forit. But those 
opposed to him say that the office should havea 
younger man, who would be able to attend to the 
duties of the office better than one of Mr, Brush’s 
years. Mr. Rundell is a gentleman about 40 years 
of age, who has the confidence of the community, 
and all say that he would make a good man for the 
place, and those who ought to know say that he 
will get the plaee. It is said, however, by those wiio

CINCINNATI HEALTH BOARD. 


a 
A DEPARTMENT IN BAD ODOR—ATTACKED 


BY THE TAX-PAYERS’ LEAGUE. 
CincinnaTI, Nov. 1.— The Tax-payers’ 
League, of this city, organized less than two years 
agohas become an important factor in the municipal 


government. Its membership now ineludes nearly 


all the heavy tax-payers, and they find it a con- 


venient and effective channel for efforts in the di- 
rection of municipal economy and reform, At the 
meeting to-day a committee appointed for that 
purpose reported in detail as to the annual cost of 
maintaining the Health Department and the man- 
ner in whieh the money is used. The 
Health Board has lost caste, and for some 
time has been looked upon as a profligate and 
corrupt body. Hence the attention which it is re- 
ceiving from the Tax-payers’ League. The com- 
mittee found that the Health Board was expending 
$45,000 annually and that $18,000 of this sum could 
be saved without impairing the efficiency of the de- 
partment. It recommends the immediate dismis- 
sal of the Superintendent of Markets and of 10 
sanitary policemen, 5 market watchmen, 2 market 
sweepers, and 7 assistant market masters. The 
recommendation was adopted by the league, and 
the Board of Health was requested to act in ac- 
cordance with it. 

In the event of a refusal on the part of the board 
to comply with the recommendation, the league 
has empowered its Executive Committee to draw 
up a bill to the Legislature, asking that the present 
Board of Health for this city be abolished, and that 
its duties revert to a new board, to be elected by 
the people on a general ticket at large. ‘I'ne board 
as at present constituted is appointed by the 
Mayor, and that officer is ex-officio its President. 
The present Mayor has never met with the board, 
and refuses to do soon account of the bad odor 
into which it has fallen. It Will be humiliating to 
the board to be obliged to follow such a recom- 
mendation upon pain of official death, but befora 
the Legislature the Tax-payers’ League will be all- 
powerful, and the members of the board know it.

The Archbishop of Tuam, in a sermon on 
All Saints’ Day, (to-day,) condemned the teach- 
ing of the doctrine of ‘** no rent” in unsparing 
language. 

The first decision under the Land act was 
given at Monaghan to-day. The Commis- 
sioners, after viewing the holding in the case, 
reduced the rent by 50s. for the next 15 years. 

Mr. Sexton has been released from prison on 
account of a certificate of his doctor that fur- 
ther confinement would cause his death. 

Lonpon, Nov. 1.—The Dublin Freeman’s 
Journal says Mr. Parnell was suddenly seized 


with violeut spasms on Sunday and had great 
suffering for several hours.

will reap a substantial victory. The com- 
mittee was called to order by Mr. B. Platt 
Carpenter, the Chairman, and Secretarics 
John W. Vrooman and Anson S. Wood were 
both in attendance, as wellas Mr. Edward M. 
Johnson, the valuable Secretary of the last 
State Committee. The roll was called. and it 
was found that representatives from 27 of the 
88 Congressional districts were present. The 
absentees were John McClave, of New-York; 
Thomas C. Platt, of New-York; Frederick 
Tomkins, of Stony Point; Joseph Mason, of 
Hamilton; Abram P. Smith, of Cortland, and 
James D. Warren, of Buffalo. 

The reports of members, which were made 
during the session of nearly three hours, 
showed that the party all over'the State, ex. 
cept im one or two localities, is wide-awake 
and substantially united. The State ticket 
meets with cordial approval as a wholé, and 
will be supported by all Republicans with the 
same fidelity that has been shown in the past 
to the nominations of the State Convention. 
From all the reports it was gathered that na 
sort of doubt need be entertained of the 
election of the Republican candidates for 
Congress in the Twenty-second and 
Twenty-seventh Districts, and that the Senate 
and Assembly will remain Republican, ong 
house by a good majority and the other bra 
majority scareely less positive than thatof tia 
last Legislature. The withdrawal of Mr. A, 
S. Lamberton as a candidate for State Senator 
in the Twenty-ninth District was alluded to, 
and different members commented upon it aa 
a graceful and commendable thing for Mr, 
Lamberton to do, assuring as it did the sucees¢ 
ot Senator E. L. Pitts. 

In two localities the unfortunate disagree- 
ments of the Republicans were reported te 
threaten the loss of candidates for the Assem-~ 
bly. The division in the First Oswego District 
is maintained, and, two Republican candidatea 
being in the field, there seems every probabil- 
ity that a strong Republican district will ba 
represented in the Assembly by a Demo- 
erat. Efforts will continue to be made 
to have a settlement effected on a basiz 
satisfactory to all concerned. In the Oneida 
districts a similar disaffection is maintained. 
In spite of this disaffection, which does not 


extend to the Senatorial canvass, it is 
considered altogether probable that Samuel 


H. Fox, the Republican candidate, will 
be elected, thus redeeming a district which 
two years ago elected a Democratic Senator. 
In the three Oneida Assembly districts the 
feeling which was aroused in the contests pre- 
ceding the State Convention may give two out 
of three districts to the Democrats, there being 
but small chance that either of the Republican 


candidates will be withdrawn before election: 
day. 
While the committee was in session, Sheri- 
dan Shook, A. J. Dittenhoefer, and Henry C.; 
Robinson, a committee from the Republican 
Central Club, presented a memoriai, adopted 
recently at Clarendon Hall, asking that tha 
State Committee direct a reorganization of 
the Republican Party ia this City. This memo: 
rial, owing to the lateness of the campaign 
and the pressing business of the committee, 


was laid aside to be considered after the elec 
tion. After the State Committee had ad: 
journed, and while the Executive Committes 
was sitting, a committee from the citizens’ 
organization of the Eighth Senatorial District 
presented a protest against the nomination of 
Mr. Frederick 8. Gibbs as the successor of 
Senator Robert H. Strahan. 

During the afternoon, and while the Execu- 
tive Committee was in session, a committee 


from the Eighth Senatorial District represent- 


ing the citizens’ organization appeared to 
protest against the nomination, and asked 
the interference of the State Committee ta 
‘compel his withdrawal. The Executive Com- 
mittee declined to interferein any way with 
Mr. Gibbs’s campaign.

SENATOR ASTOR EXPLAINS, 
Mr. William W. Astor, the Republican nom: 


inee for Congress in the Eleventh District, has writ. 
ten a letter for publication in answer to certain 
charges made against his official conduct in the 
State Senate by the Heraid and the Zelegram. The 
first-named paper spoke of Mr. Astor's candidacy 
as “‘asingular instance of presumption,” in view 
of “his pestilent opposition to the Harlem Canal,” 
,and the Zelegram of Oct, 26 asserted that he was 


“a steady obstructor of the City's efforts to re- 
form the street-cleaning system.” With refer- 
ence to the first charge, Senator Astor ex- 
plains that he was decidedly in favor of 
the construction of the Harlem Canal, but inas- 
much as that improvement is being made under 
the authority and eontrol of the United States 
Government, he did not deem it best to vote for @ 
bill authorizing the City of New-York to issue $100,- 
000 worth of assessment bonds for the purpose of 


‘advancing payments on lands taken forthe im. 
provement. He believed that the issue of assess« 
ment bonds had already inflicted injury and mis. 
chief upon the citizens of New-York, and as tha 
existing law authorized the speedy collection, py 
warrant, of a sufficient sum to pay the amount to 
be assessed in favor of owners, be then saw no 
reason for paying any part of this sum by 
.the sale of assessment bonds. Mr. Astor says that: 
he objected to nothing in Senator Forster's bill,. 
offered in 1880, relating to the Harlem Canal im- 
provement except this provision for assessment 
ponds. His views were shared by 23 members of 
the Senate, only four Senators voting for the biil 
with the objectionable provision, whieh was subse- 
quently eliminated. In 1881, however, Senator 
Astor voted for a billrequiring that the assessment 
for the benefit of lands adjacent to this improve- 
ment should equal the compensation to be paid to 
owners who were injured by it. Furthermore, 
it was provided in the bil! that on the return of tha 
warrant to coilect such ussessments, if any 
\should remain uncollected, the Controller of 
the City might raise not to exceed $50,000 on as- 
sessment bonds, issued on the security of such as- 
sevsments as are returned unpaid. The charge 
made inthe Zelegram Mr. Astor denounces as ut- 
terly unfounded, and says that the records ef the 
Senate will show that he supported the Citizens® 
bill introduced by Mr. Strahan, and voted for it oF 
every Gecasion when 2 vote was taken.

THE CITY DEMOCRACY.

The troubles and fears of the Democrats 
seem to be endless and heartrending. At a 
meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the County Democracy last evening, at No.

The 
members of the committee trembled when the 
awful rumor was whispered to them that Repubii- 
can colonization is in progress in the Eleventh Con- 
gressional and the Eighth Senatorial Districts. Why 
this colonization should take place was not ex- 
plained. The horror-stricken committeemen re- 
solved that something must be dome to check the 
Republicans. 

The Chairman announeed that information had 
also been received that certain Captains of Police 
ire electioncering for certain candidates nominated 
by the Republicans and by Tammany Hall, and are 
making threats to influence voters. The Law Com- 
mittee was directed to take all necessary steps 
to discover the whereabouts of these desper- 
ate Police officials, and when they shall be 
brought forth to public view to have them arrest- 
sd upon charges of intimidating voters. Tkeagony 
»f the committeemen was increased when they 
were told that communications had been received 
rom a number of liquor-dealers saying that they 
had been approached by Captains of Police, who 
threatened to make trouble for them uniess they 
ased their influence for certain candidates. The 
committeemen had enough for one day, and an 
adjournment was demanded and carried. 

The County Committee of the County Democracy, 
at No. 21 West Twenty-fourth-street, selected E. 
Ellery Anderson, W.B. Tompkins, Peter B. Olney, 
William C. Whitney, and Co!. John R. Fellows as a 
Law Committee to receive complaints on election 
day, and it is expected that this will be the busiest 
tommittee in the City on that day. Ex-Poliee Com- 
missioner James E. Morrison was nominated last 
vening by a County Democracy convention in the 
Sixteenth District for the Assembly, and Henry 
Marquand was nominated for the Assembly by 
both the County Democracy and Tammany Hall in 
the Seventh District. Ex-Justice William J. Kane, 
the County Democracy’s and Irving Hall’s candi- 
flate inthe Eighth Judicial District, was indorsed 
by the German-American Independent Asso- 
ation. The County Democracy leaders last 
pyening were in the most cheerful mood, seem- 
ing tot think that a clean sweep has been 
guaranteed them next Tuesday. Tammany Hall 
vas not thought of or mentioned, and apparently: 
had aeepee out of sight as though it had never 
deen.

AOTION OF THE BAR ASSOCIATION 
UPON THE CANDIDATES. 

WHO ARE FIT AND WHO UNFIT FOR JUDI- 
CIAL OFFICES—‘‘ TIM’’ CAMPBELL, DIN- 
KEL, AND MIKE NORTON DISAPPROVED 
—SURROGATE CALVIN LET SEVERELY 
ALONE. 


The meeting of the Bar Association last 
evening was not the lively affair it was expected to 
be. Less than 100 members were present, 
and a great majority of them was eyvi- 
dently prepared to approve of whatever 
the Committee on Judicial Nominations 
should commend to the association. Vice-Pres!- 
dent Dunning occupied the chair. The associa- 
tion elected the following-named gentlemen as 
members: Richard W. Stevenson, William 
A. Purrington, R. Clarence Dorsett, Eugene 
Frayer, Richard Brodhead, and James Hillhouse. 
Mr. Albert Mathews read the report of the com- 
mittee appointed last Spring to urge the Legisla- 
ture to reject the proposed Civil Code, from which 
it appeared that for no reason which the commit- 
tee eould discover the Assembly passed the 
Code by an overwhelming majority, while the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee, for some equally inscruta- 
ble reason, failed to aet upon it after its merits 
and demerits had been discussed before them. 
The committee repeated the arguments against the 
Code, and reeommended the appointment of a 
committee to oppose it in the next Legislature. 
The report was adopted and the same eommittee 
Was continued. 


Mr. Everett P. Wheeler, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Judicial Nominations, then read the re- 
port of that body, which wasas follows:

Your Committee on Judicia ominations, ap- 
pointed in pursuance of a by-law adopted by the as- 
sociation on the 12th of October, 1881, respectfully re-

Pot the members outgtonty appointed on the com- 
mittee, Messrs. E. liery Anderson and Peter 
B. Olney declined the appointment, and 
Messrs. Clifford A. Hand and John M. 
Scribner were eppointed in their places. 
Mr. Stephen A. Walker subsequently, and before his 
nomination for Surrogate, resigned his position 
as a member of he committee, and Mr. 
Simon Sterne was appointed in his place. Your 
committee, in pursuance of the by-law, 
authorizedits Chairman, before any nominations for 
judicial offices were made, to address a letter to gen- 
tiemen who were prominent in the _ sev- 
eral political organizations in the OCOlty of 
New-York, and who, it was anticipated, 
would be members of the several nominating County 
conventions. There letters differed slightly in form 
owing to the different dates at which the severab 
conventions were held. But in substance they 
were alike. A copy of the form used in 
eubmitted herewith, In pursuance of his request 
committees of conference from the Tammany 
Hall and =Irving Hall Democratic. organiza- 
tions, and from the New-York County Democracy, 
waited upon the committee, and conferrad 
with them concerning nominations made or contem- 
lated. The committee regret that the Couun- 

y ConvenNon of the Republican Party did 
not appoing a committee of conference. 
This committee have been, bowever, in- 
formed by Individuals of the nomina- 
tions that have been made by that organization, and 
have been requested by numerous persons to consider 
the fitness of such candidates, and to express an opin- 
ion in regard thereto. The committee have endeavored 
*o eonsider carefully the fitness of all persons 
proposea to be nominated for any judicial office, 
as well as of the candidates who have actually 
been nominated. In expressing an opinion 
as to the fitness of bag as) candidates they 
have alsoendeavored to keep distinctly in view the 
object for which they were appointed. This was, as 
they understand it, to secure, as far as possible, the 
nomination and election of candidates who should be 
not only satisfactory in point of moral character, but 
vee in other respeets possessed fitness for judicial 
onmice. 

After tha careful consideration which the commit- 
tee have given to the fitness of the different candi- 
dates nominated or proposed to be nominated 
the committee are of the opinion that o 
the candidates actually neminated, the persons 
named in the schedule accompanying this report and 
marked A are fit and suitable candidates for the 
offices for which they were respectively nominated. 
The committee are also of the opinion that of 
the persons proposed to be nominated those named 
in the schedule accompanying this report and 
marked B are fit and suitable persons to receive such 
nominations. ‘the committee are also of the opin- 
jon that Timothy J. Campbell and John A. 
Dinkel are unflt persons to be nominated 
for the office of Civil Justice in their respective dis- 
tricts.*The committes also report that in pursuance of 
the direction of the by-law before mentioned, their 
Chairman addressed a letter to his Hxcellency the 
Governor of the State of New-York in regard 
to the vacancies in the Superior Court of 
this City. No answer has been _ received to 
this communication. A copy of the letter is 
appended to this report, A subcommittee waited 
upon the Mayor of the City of New-York in reference 
to the nominations to be made by him for the office of 
Police Justice. He conferred with the committee 
on the subject, but they are not yet in a position to 
report any definite action in regard to any persons

for Civil Justiee—First District, Henry Schmidt; 
Third District, J. Langdon Wara; Sixth District, 
Lucien Oudin, Arthur Berry; Ninth District, Charles 
W. Dayton. 

When Mr. Wheeler had done reading Gen. Henry 
E. Tremain arose and said he was surprised that 
the eommittee had failed to commend Mr. 8. Bur- 
dette Hyatt, ome of the Republican candidates 
for the Marine Court bench. He said ke had 
known Mr. Hyatt for 25 years, and was con- 
vinced that he was in every way fitted 
for a judicial position. Gen. Tremain therefore 
moved that the name # Mr. Hyatt be inserted 
among those approved of by the committee in its 
report. Some confusion in the room caused 
the Chairman to lose sight of Gen. Tre- 
main’s motion, and prevented it from being 
seconded. Mr. John N. Whiting then moved to 
strike out of the report that portion referring to 
the committee’s attempt to induce Goy. 
Cornell to confer with them _ respecting 
persons to be appointed to fill vacancies in the 
judiciary. He said that it was an attempt to inter- 
fere with the exercise of the mest preeious 
prerogative of the Executive of the State. 
No man could regret more than he that the present 
Governor should have the opportunity to exer- 
cise that prerogative, but he felt bound to 
speak for the maintenmanee of his right 
to . exercise it. Mr. E. Ellery Anderson 
replied at length to Mr. Whiting, arguing that the 
Bar Association in approaching the Governor in 
the manner in which the committee had ap- 
proaehed him did no more than every citizen has 
a right to do. Mr. Francis N. Bangs pointed 
out that the committee, in asking the Governor to 
confer with them respeeting appointments to ju- 
dicial positions, had simply acted in accordance 
with the terms of the by-law under which they 
were appointed. Mr. Whiting withdrew his 
motion, and Gen. Tremain renewed his 
for the amendment of the committee's 
report by the insertion of Mr. 8S. Bur- 
dette Hyatt’s name among the names 
of persons classed by the committee as fit for elec- 
tion to the Marine Court bench, Mr. Bangs 
argued that it was not competent for 
the association to alter the report, and 
that it must either approve or condemn 
the conclusions set forth in the document. 
For the sake of settliag the matter, he pro- 
posed to move that the association should 
approve as fit for judicial positions 
the persons reported as such by the committee. 
If such a motion was adopted, he said, motions 
could be made to approve anybody else whom mem- 
mbers would like the association to commend to the 
euffrages of the public. Mr. Whiting suggested 
that a mere motion to approve the report would 
settle everything. Mr. Bangs assented to 
this, and the motion to approve was made. 
Mr. Isaac Dayton, speaking to this motion, 
became vehement in bis denuneiation of the action 
of the committee in failing to report to 
the association the motives that im- 
pelled it to refrain from approving such 
eandidates as they did not mention at all in their 
report. He thought that the inference that the 
public would draw from the action of the commit- 
tee would be that some defect had been found 
in such candidates, and that thus a stigma would 
be put upon them. He thought, for instance, that 
the reasons why Surrogate Calvin’s candidacy 
was not approved should ‘be spread before 
the public, in view of the approval of his competi- 
tors, Messrs. Rollins and Walker. Mr. Dayton 
said he wished Mr. Rollins to be elected Sur- 
rogate, but he loved fair play and was ee 
toa covert attack being made upon a gentleman 
who, so far as appears publiely, had an urblem- 
ished judiclal record. 

Mr. Everett P. Wheeler, speaking for the com- 
mittee, said that it would be improper to infer, 
from the fact that the names of some candi- 
dates were not mentioned in the re- 
port, that some moral or _ intellectual 
defects had been found in them which would unfit 
them for service on the Bench. The commit- 
tee had found three elasses of  candi- 
dates—those who were obvieusly fit for 
judicial office, those who were vere | 
unfit for it, and those about whom there was muc 
to learn. They had in their report confined their at- 
tention to the first and second classes, and they 
had not sought to try, nor to present for trial, 
those of the third class, and they had not intended 
to cast any imputation upon the last. The report 
of the committee was then approved. 

Mr. Charles E. Souther presented a resolution 
disapproving the candidacy of Michael Norton for 
Civili Justice in the First District, and it was 
adopted. 

Gon. Tremain moved that the association 
approve. of Delano C. Calvin and 8. Bur- 
dette yatt as fit candidates for judi- 
eial officers.

THE GARFIELD HOSPITAL, 

In furtherance of the project to erect and 
maintain a national hospital in memory of Presi- 
dent James A. Garfield the Executive Committee 
having the matter in charge have issued an appeal 
to all Pasters of churches to aidin the good work. 
The institution is to be established in the 


District of Columbia, and is to be known 
as the Garfield Memorial Hospital. “It will 
be,” says the appeal of the Executive Committee, 
‘a provision for the relief of human. suffering, 
from the eup of which he drank the bitterest dregs, 
and in the breadth of its human charity it will fitly 
typify the noble nature and exalted aims of the 
hero and martyr. The hospitalis designed to be as 
wide in its scope of beneficence as was the kindly 
heart of the dead President in its outstretch of 
human sympathies. It willbe open to those need- 
ingits aid and ministrations without regard to 
class, caste, creed, or color, To be a sufferer in 
need of help will be the only passport required to 
enter its doors and secure its aid. Such an institu- 
tion, founded in the cause of suaity ane bearing 
the name of ‘Garfield,’ appeals to the generosity 
of every one, and to every one the appealis made.” 
At the suggestion of the committee, indorsed 
by arepresentative Pastor of each religious denom- 
ination in Washington, a request has been issued 
to all Pastors to set apart Saturday and Sunday 
next, Nov.5 and 6, or the nearest available days, 
tor discourses and collections in all places of wor- 
ship throughout the land in aid of the hospital fund. 
The Washington Pastors, Protestant, Catholic, 
and Hebrew, have joined with the committee in 
this appeal, which, it is hoped, will meet with a 
generous respoase.

THE DARMSTADT SWINDLER. 

Additional cemplaints were made before 
Justice Otterbourg, in the Jefferson Market Police 
Court, against Bernard Bohle, alias Bauer, whose 
swindiing operations have already been published 
in Tat Tores. The complainants are Bertha Froéh- 
lich, of No, 162 Henry-street, her sister Agatha, of 
No. 214 East One Hundred and Twenty-fourth- 
street, and Mrs. Dora Wagner, of West One Hua- 


dredth-street. Thes6 ladies are all natives of Darm- 
stadt, and were acquainted with Bohle in his native 
town. Two years ago Bohle called on Miss Bertha 
Froéhlich and told her a pitiful tale that he had been 
burned out and had lost all his tools and property. 
He also represented that there was quite a sum of 
money due him in Germany as an inheritance, but he 
could rot obtain it without the services of a law- 
yer, and that, owing to a lack of peasy ion ert he 
waa unable to employ counsel. Miss Frohlich took 
pity on his forlorn condition, and, believing his 
representations, advanced various sums of money 
amounting in the aggregate to $200. When he had 
obtained from her all the money he could. he went 
to her sister, made similar representations, and 
swindled her out of $200. He subsequently called 
oo Mrs. Dora Wagner, a friend of Miss Bertha 
FrhGlich, and told her the same pitiful narrative, 
with the addition that Miss Fréhlich intended to 
loan him some money and had sent him to Mrs. 
Wagner to request her to advance $70, which she 
would repay. Mrs. Wagner gave him the money and 
he then disappeared. They saw no more of him 
until they read of his arrest, when they came to 
court, accompanied by Deteetive Von Gerichten, 
and identified him.

A STORMY M#HETING OF THE JEP- 
FERSONIANS LAST EVENING. 
THEY REFUSE TO INDORSH MAYOR HOWELL— 
THEY REPUDIATE BOSS DICTATION—A 
DISPOSITION TO VOTH FOR LOW—WHA? 
MR. KINSELLA SAID. 


At a stormy meeting of the Jeffersonian 
Hall Democracy, of Brooklyn, last evening, all 
the candidates of that party withdrew from 
the race, but the attempt to indorse 
the Boss’s nominees proved a failure. Messrs. 
Kinsella, Keady, and others made an effort to pre- 
vent the calling of the roll, but a suecessful opposi- 
tion was developed, and that fact helped in 
great part to defoat the plans of the Boss, 
Several of the leading Independents  an- 
nounced that they would vote for Mr. Low. 
Mr. Marshall called the meeting to order, 
After the calling of the roll had been concluded 
Mr. Steele said he desired to move a resolution, 
but he was declared out of order. Mr. 
Keady, from the Conference Committee, which 


met. the Boss’s committee, said that beyond 
the report mdde at the last meeting the 
committee had nothing further to present. 
He moved that the report be adopted. Mr. 
Ross moved that the report be not consid- 
ered until the association learned what action 
had been taken by the regular Democrats in 
reference to the report of the Conference Com- 
mittee papetnted by them. Mr. Steele said 
he would like to know whether they had any can- 
didate, if Gen. Slocum had withdrawn, before they 
considered reports. The Chairman said he hada 
communication signed by Hugh McLaughlin. Mce- 
Laughlin’s communication was to the effect that 
he was willing to resign from the management of 
the party if such a step was necessary for harmony. 
He called attention, however, to the faet that 
when, on several occasions before he had re- 
signed, the party went to the bad, and nomina- 
tions could only pe obtained by corruptly purchas- 
ing them. 

Mr. Steele moved to lay the communication on 
the table. Mr. Nolan moved that it be received. 
Mr. DeWitt asked the Chairmanif there was a 
communication in his possession from Gen. Slocum. 
Mr. Barrett rose toa point of order. The Chair- 
man said he did not care anything about points of 
order. Then followed mueh confusion. When 
order was again restored the Chairman said he had 
decided that the document should be laid on 
the table. An appeal was taken and the yeas and 
nays ealled for, and the Chair was sustained by a 
vote of 68 to40. The Chairman then announced 
that there was a delegation at the door from the 
old committee. The delegation was admitted. Gen. 
E. B. Barnum, the Chairman of the Me- 
Laughlin committee, said they had been instructed 
to report the result of their proceedings in refer- 
ence to deliberations of the conference commit- 
tees. Permission was given them to report, and 
Gen. Barnum then addressed the Chair. In a long 
speech he announced the Boss's decision, as already 
published, that there would be no concession. It 
was too late to make a change now. In the words 
of a great American, it was dangerous to swap 
horses crossing a stream. Gen. Barnum then 
read resolutions adopted by the Boss’s commit- 
tee promising a reorganization of the party ac- 
cording to the programme outlined in the Boss's 
communication read a few minutes before. 

Mr. Green, of the Third Ward, said he knew 
what kind of a reorganization was promised. The 
old gang wanted the Jeffersonians to furnish their 
old machine with a new boiler. He was proceed- 
ing to arraign the Boss and his followers, when the 
McLaughlin committee asked permission to leave 
the room, asking first that the Jeffersonians and 
the Boss’s men have the same head-quarters. 

Mr. Green then proceeded to attack Mayor 
Howell, in whose interest he said all these fine 

romises were made. He said if Thomas Kinsella 

ad not written Howell’s Messages the latter’s 
illiteracy and gross unfitness for the oflice he now 
holds would have been demonstrated long ago. 
The communication presented by by the Boss’s com- 
mittee was then lald on the table, 

Mr, Walsh offered a resolution asking Gen. Slocum 
to withdraw. 

Mr. Simis said he was not in favor of consenting 
to Gen. Slocum’s withdrawal. After some confu- 
sion a letter from Gen. Slocum was read with- 
drawing from the canvass. 

Mr. Ross said the principles for which the Inde- 
pendents contended were stronger to-night among 
the members than they ever were. But they had 
been unfortunate in an alleged organ, which had 
got them into trouble. There were ten thousand 
reasons, he said, for the sell-out. The Boss’s heelers 
in the room then commenced to hiss and groan. 
Mr. Ross moved, as an amendment. that 
Gen. Slocum’s resignation be received, and that he 
he requested to withdraw from the association. 
More groans and hisses followed, and the Boss’s 
friends among the delegates commenced making 
points of order. Mr. Marshall at this point left the 
chair in disgust, and H. ©. King, the Vice-Pres!- 
dent, took his place. 

Mr. Simis asked where this bargain was to leave 
the honest independent Democrats. He for one 
could not stomach Howell. He had heard much 
about principle, but it appeared the cry was merely 
another eleyer fraud. Mr. Osborn spoke in the 
same strain, and said if Slocum got out he would 
yote for Seth Low. The announcement was re- 
es with great cheering by the anti-McLaugh- 
inites. 

Mr. Barrett said Gen. Slocum accepted the nom- 
ination on the condition that he would not remain 
in the race unless he secured the Republican in- 
dorsement. He made that distinct bargain, Mr. 
DeWitt representing that the Republican indorse- 
ment could be secured. ‘The committee had prom- 
ised to take him out of the race ifthe Republican 
indorsement could not be obtained, and the 
speaker, as one of that committee, intended to 
keep his part of the bargain. Mr. Sullivan said 
that Gen. Slocum accepted the nomination from 
the City Convention unconditionally. Sloeum’s 
resignation was then accepted. 

Philip Dufty moved .to adjourn until Friday 
night. He said no set of leaders could bull-doze 
Howell down their throats. Cries of ‘‘Put him 
out,’’ came fromthe McLaughlinites. Confusion 
followed, and the Chairman called on the Police to 
aid him in keeping order. When something like 
quiet was restored, Dr, Creamer, the nominee for 
Sheriff, resigned. Mr. Richard Lauer then ap- 
pealed to the honest men to stick together. 
They had been sold out, but they could 
not be delivered to the boss. He asked that 
his resignation be accepted. It was not fair 
tokeep himin the race. Mr. Lauer’s declination 
was accepted. Mr. Kinsella then took the floor. 
He said nobody inthe association had been buil- 
dozed. He came into the fight for a principle, 
and he would remain to fight for that prinei- 
ple. He thought it would be unfortunate 
to indorse any candidate for Mayor be- 
cause it would disrupt the organization. The 
document laid on the table (McLaughlin’s 
communication) would have its effect with the 
people. Candidates could not be kept in the field 
without money. The speaker had said that he 
never would vote for a candidate when he had no 
voice in hig nomination, but that mah was not a 
Democrat who would vote to disunite the party 
now. Aslurhad been made during the night that he 
belonged to sume man. He spurned such an in- 
sinuation. If the men who had stood by himinthe 
organizaticn would remain steadfast he was not 
afraid to go into the boss committee or any other 
committee. He had never crawled to the boss, 
and he had no doubt that McLaugh- 
lin would bear manly testimony to that 
fact. If they could not agree,as it was evident 
they could not, to indorse Mayor Howell, let them 
agree to disagree, and each man vote according to 
his conscience. He did not believe in turning 
the city over to the Repubdiicans in order 
that the office-holders of that party might go 
into its coffers to elect a Republican Governor, 
and four years from new to use against Hancock 
if he were again the candidate of the Democratic 
Party. Mr. Kinsella then moved as an amendment 
that the association adjourn until the izth of No- 
vember. The motion was carrisd. The Boss’s 
plan to compel indorsement of,his ticket by the 
Jeffersonians failed mainly through the exposure 
of the seheme in Tue Tres.

WHAT CORPORATION COUNSEL DE- 
WITT .SAYS. 
From the Brooklyn Eagle of Monday. 

To an Lagle reporter this morning Corpora- 
tion Counsel DeWitt said: “I went into Jefferson 
Halifor good government against bossism. That 
was the object to which we were all pledged. There 
were two ways to suecess. One by the election of 


Gen. Slocum. As long as there was the slightest 
chance of aecomplishing this I supported that 
policy. I was favorable to his indorsement by the 
regular Democrats, and I was_ favorable

And that was the in- 
dorsement of Mr, Low, because any reason- 
able man would see that the election of Mr. Low 
would put an end to the system of party manage- 
ment to which Jefferson Hall has objected. Mr. 
Low would make a model Mayor, from whom the 
ring could expeet neither profit nor patronage. I 
did not think that the mission of Jefferson Hall 
was ended with the discovery of failure to elect 
our ticket. It would have been carried to a suc- 
cess more remote but just as certain by the defeet 
ofthe regular ticket.

THE FOLGER FAMILY. 


_ > + 
From the Albany Journal. 

Charles J. Folger was born in an old-fash- 
ioned double-front wood house which is located on 
the highest portion of Orange-street, in the town 
of Nantucket, overlooking the island and the har- 
bor, The family is of the best New-Engiland stock. 
John Folger came from England in the year 1636, 
from the eity of Norwich, in the County of Nor- 


folk, He was a widower, and brought along with 
him a son, aged:18, and named Peter. Hugh Peters, 
who had been Chaplain to Oliver Cromwell, came 
overt in the same vessel, and the two men founda 
home together at Martha’s Vineyard. In 1644 the 
Peter above referred to married Mary Moriel. The 
younger branch of the family multiplied rapidly, 
Peter and Mary had eight children before the 
year 1662, when they went to live at Nan- 
tucket. Here they afterward had a daughter, 
who was named Abiah, and who subsequently 
_ to the world the immortal Benjamin Frank- 
in. John Folger evidently believed in education, 
An old chronicle states that his son Peter when he 
went to Nantucket was the only man there who 
could read and write, It used !to be the custom in 
those days to give most children Biblical names. 
Eleaser was one of the sons of Mary and Peter. 
He married Sarah Gardner; Nathan, the son of 
Eleaser and Sarah, married Sarah Church; Barzil- 
lai, the son of Nathan and Sarah, married Phebe 
Coleman; Walter, the son of Barzillai and Phebe, 
married Elizabeth Starbuck. They had 11 children, 
the best known of whom was Walter, born in 1765. 

We have traced these genealogical relations with 
some precision, in order to quote certain observa- 
tions regarding the characteristics of the Folgers, 
whieh came in the writer’s way during a tempora- 
ry residence at Nantucket ll years ago. Speaking 
of Walter, one authority takes oecasion to remark: 
‘The family have all been remarkable for tkeir in- 
genuity, preserving superior mechanical power 
both to invent and execute, which peculiarity was 
prominent intheir natures. Some of them have 
distinguished themselves as mathematicians and 
have become profound adepts in science. Their 
knowledge reaches beyond what is usually taught 
in seminaries of learning. Walter trod the 
most intricate mazes of selence, and had a 
comprehensive understanding of the  high- 
est vrinciples. He was an astronomer of 
the first class. Tho family have ever been 
distinguished foy habits of industry, temperance, 
frugality, and a high regard for moral and social 
duties. The children, like their parents, have gen- 
erally shown skill in mechanics—there are but few 
exceptions—and in some instances have evinced 
extraordinary powers in mathematics and unusual 
readiness to acquire general knowledge.” Allour 
readers will readily recognize the close truth of 
this diagnosis as touching Ben Franklin, while 
thoso.who know Secretary Foiger say that his nat- 
ural aptitude for questions in finance will prove of 
inestimable service to him in his new position. 

The older residents at Nantucket well remember 
Walter Folger, second, who was born in 1765, and 
died on the island some 30 years ago. He wasa 
man of exceptional parts. Before the age of 20 he 
had acquired a good knowledge of algebra, log- 
arithms, gauging, and navigation. He also under- 
stood surveying, as practiced by latitude tables 
then in vogue. Of himself he wrote: “About the 
time the French Revolution began, 1788, I deter- 
mined to learn the French language, which I did. 
I acquired much irformation in the arts and sci- 
ences by reading the Encyclopedia Methodique and 
other French books. For many years I employed 
most of my leisure time, which was principally 
taken from my hours of sleep, in studying. I be- 
gan to make my clock in 1788, set it in operation in 
1790, and it performs well now. I believe it was in 
1783 that I was unwell. It was then that I learned 
the lunar observations, while on a sick bed. After- 
ward I taught them to Capt. Chace, who was the 
first navigator who found his longitude by such ob- 
servations in this country.’ The above extract 
was written in 1844. The clock spoken of is one of 
the most curious specimens of mechanical inge- 
nuity extant. Itis made of brass and steel, and 
keeps the date of the year, sun ard moon 
Tise, the moon’s nodes, the sun’s place on 
the ecliptic, &c. The wheel that keeps the 
date of the year revolves once in a century, 
remaining still 10 years, and at the expiration of 
each 10 years it starts regularly one notch. Walter 
also made a telescope in 1819, which proved su- 
perior to the great instrument of Herschel. He 
was aJudgointhe Court of Common Pleas for 
several years, during which period there was not a 
single case carried to a higher court, whieh had 
frequently been done before and has sinee. ‘he 
strong traits of the family are preserved to a re- 
markable degree in later generations. Luckily, 
those whieh are most palpable in ex-Judge Folger 
are the very characteristics prerequisite to con- 
spicuous success in the Treasury Department. The 
new Cabinet officer will find his duties in every 
way congenial, and the people have entire confi- 
pees not only in his judgement, but in his in- 
egrity.

THE CRUISH OF THE ALLIANCE. 
SHS ARRIVES AT HALIFAX—COMMANDER 
WADLEIGH’S REPORT. 

Harirax, Nova Scotia, Nev. 1.—The United 
States steamer Alliance, Commander George H. 
Wadleigh, which fer the past four months has been 
cruising in the Arctic seas in search of the missing 
exploring ship Jeannette, arrived here to-day on 
her way to New-York, haviag during her absence 
seen or heard nothing of that vessel. 

Wasuineton, Nov. 1.—Commander George 
H. Wadleigh, of the Alliance, reports from Reik- 
javik, Iceland, Oct. 12, as follows: ‘“‘The Alliance 
arrived at this port Oct. 10. We left Hammerfest 
Sept. 16 and proceeded to Spitzbergen, eruising 
under sail until the 25th and getting as far north as 
79° 3’ 36”. On that date I started for this port, fol 
lowing the ice limit as muck as the weather per 
mitted and locating the ice at several points, find- 


ing it far to the eastward of the ordinary limit. 
The weather since Sept. 20 has been a succession 
of gales, snow, sleet, and dense fogs, so that I 
found with the limited amount of coal and provi- 
sions in the ship it would be unsafe to attempt 
to reach Cape Brewster, even if the condi- 
tion of the ice, which usually extends from 
70 to 120 miles from the Greenland coast, would 
permit our doing so. In my opinion no ship should 
attempt to force a passage to the east coast of 
Greenland without being fitted to passat least 
one Winterintheice. Off the north coast of Ice- 
land wespoke the fishing steamer Nord Cap, of 
Bergen, Norway, and I was able tosend my Spitz- 
bergen ice pilot home by her. Lam informed by 
Goy. Finssen, who has been very kind and taken 
much trouble to obtain information in regard to 
drift matter on the coasts of this island, that last 
June part of the mast of a large vessel, witn con- 
siderable Soupee or metal of some sort attached, 
was left by the ice on the north-east coast near 
Haganaes. The Governor has given orders to have 
it carefully examined, and if any marks or means 
of identification are found he will send the infor- 
mation to the Danish Minister at Washington. The 
ship Jamestown, of Boston, loaded with lumber, 
drifted onshore June 24, north of Cape Reikaneso, 
about 30 miles from here, I transmit herewith all 
the particulars obtainable in regard to the ship, 
with translation. 

From my own observation and the information 
Ihave been able to obtain, the ice this year has 
been much heavier and further tothe south than 
usual. The Norwegian walrus hunters, who ordi- 
narily go to Henlopen Straits, and even further on 
the north coast of Spitzbergen without much trou- 
ble, this year did not get so far north and 
east as this ship. Wylie Jans Water, on the 
south coast, was full of ee, which 
extended east from Hope Island nearly to 
Cape Petterman, Nova Zembla. Kara Sea was also 
reported full ofice. This southerly position of the 
ice is accounted for by the last very severe Winter, 
and the fact that during the months of July and 
August the usual southerly winds did not prevail 
and force the ice north. When in port we haye 
obtained specimens of the bottom with such 
means as could be improvised on board ship, and 
the beaches have been searched for driftwood, &c., 
Floral and geological collections have been made 
by Passed Assistant-Surgeon Eckstein, and several 
specimens of birds and animals collected by Lieut. 
Elliott, United States Marine Corps, and Master 
Schwenk. At sea near the land or ice a 
careful watch has been kept for anything that 
would throw any light on the objeet of the cruise, 
and fishing vessels have been communicated with 
and furnished with a description of the Jeannette. 
The ship’s position, in a sealed bottle, has been 
thrown overboard every day, the temperature and 
specific gravity of the water noted every two 
hours, and all observations made as carefully as 
possible with the means at our disposal. Great in- 
terest in the search has been shown by the officers 
and generally by the crew, and I think it my duty 
to ask the attention of the department to the un- 
usual expense to which they have been subjected. 
The ship has been particularly fortunate in having 
the services of Lieut. C. H. West, exeeutive officer; 
Lieut. C. P. Perkins, navigator, and Chief Engineer 
Burnap. I take pleasure in commending them to 
the department for the very efficient manner in 
which their duties have been performed. I expect 
to leave here for Halifax onthe 15th. All are well 
on board.” 

The translation referred to by commander Wad- 
leigh states that on June 26 a large merchantman 
stranded on the rocks just outside of Shorshaven, 
(midway between Rekjane’s light and Skagen.) 
Her creay had deserted her, and tke size was esti- 
mated at 1,200 tons. Inthe Government examina- 
tion and investigation it was found that the 
mizzenmast had been cut away close to the deck, 
and there were axe marks on the mainmast, indi- 
cating an intention to eut away this mast also. The 
rudder, with all its attachments, had entirely dis- 
appeared. Most of the ship’s rigging hung over 
the side and wasin poor condition. On the bows 
was the name Jamestown, and near it,in almost 
obliterated letters, Boston, Mass. On a brass plate 
over the cabin door was the name Jamestown again, 
and on one of the three windlasses tound was 
theiinseription, ‘Improved 1869, H. N. Stone,’ and 
on another, ** Edison’s patent, Aug. 21, 1866; H. N. 
Stone, Boston.’ All the hatches were open and all 
loose articles removed, with the single exception 
of a small piece of spoiled pork. Before the ship 
stranded her decks had grass growing on them, 
which would lead one to believe that the ship had 
drifted about for a long time on the ocean. Inthe 
sale of the lumber, which was brought on 
shore, one-third was allowed to the wreckers 
and the remaining two-thirds sold at auction, 
bringing about 10,000 krones. Itis estimated that 
only one-half of the entire cargo has been secured. 
Capt. Svendsen, master of the Copenhagen schoon- 
er Nancy, reports that he boarded the supposed 
same ship on the 20th or 2ist of June, 1881, about 24 
miles south of Orebak, and found no traces of peo- 
ple or papers or articles of clothing; all the fancy 
wood-work of the ship bad been removed, and 
there were no loose articles whatever lying about,

Boston, Nov. 1.—The bark Azor, Capt. 
Stubbs, of Boston, which sailed hence Vet. 23 for 
the west coast of Africa, put back for repairs, and 
reports, Oct. 26, in latitude 42° 25’, longitude 66° 50’, 
having experienced a heavy gale, shipped sea, 
staving in port quarter, making a hole $ to 10 feet 
long and 2 feet wide, filling cabin with water, 
washing everything movable from decks, shifting 
cargo between decks, and staving the lee rail. 
The — were kept constantly at work. On re- 
moving the after hatch, discovered water in large 
quantities coming in. Much loose cargo was 
thrown overboard, and subsequently kept vessel 
free of water. On her arrival here she was leak- 
ing 200 strokes per hour. 

The bark Azores, Capt. Stubbs, which sailed from 
this port for West Africa on Oct. 22, returned here 
to-day ina leaking condition. When out a few 
days, on George’s Banks, the vessel was caught 
in a two‘days’ storm, in which she lost her quarter- 
deck and became so strained as to leak badly. Tho 
Captain and crew suffered severe privations and 
geveral of them are now on the sick list. 


GLovucesTER, Mass., Nov. 1.—The schooner 
Ella, of Boston, 106 tons burden, has been out 10 
weeks onayoyage from Boston to Baracoa and 
has been given up as lost.

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A CATTLE EMBARGO. 
ILLINOIS SHUTTING OUT EASTERN CATITL? 
UNLESS WITH A CLEAN BILL.OF HEALTH. 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Nov. 1.—Some time age 
the United States Cattle Commission urged Gov. 
Culiom to prohibit the importation of cattle int¢ 
Illinois from Eastern States where pleuro-pneu 
monia is known to exist. After investigating thy 


subject and finding that stockmen generally de 
sired this to be done, the Governor to-day issued 
the following proclamation: 


In pursuance of the act of the General Assembly o! 
Illinois entitled “An act to suppress and pro 
vent the spread of pleuro-pneumonia among 
cattle,” approved a 31, 1851, 1, Shelby 
M. Cullom, Gorernor of the State of Uilinois, do herebs 
proclaim that I have good reason to believe that 
vleuro-pneumonia among cattle has become epidemi¢ 
in certain localities in the States of Connecticu 
New-York, Pennsylvania, New-Jersey, Delaware, an 
Maryland, viz.: in the County of Fairfield, in 
the State ofConnecticut; in the Counties of 
Putnam, Westchester, New-York, Kings, and 
Queens, in the State of New-York; in the Counties of 
Lehigh, Bucks, Berks, ontaceeerr. Philadelphia, 
Delaware, Chester, Lancaster, York, Adams, and 
Cumberland, in the State of Pennspivania; in 
the Counties of Bergen, Hudson, Morris, Essex, 
Union, Somerset, Huntingdon, Middlesex, Mercer, 
Monmoutn, Ocean, Burlington, Camden, Gloucester 
and Atlantic, in tke State of New-Jersey; in the 
County of New-Castle, in the State of Dela. 
ware, and in the Counties of Cecll, Harford 
Baltimore, Howard, anda Carroil in the State of 
Maryland, and I hereby, as required by said 
aet, prohibit the importation of any domestic ani- 
mals of the bovine species into this State from 
the aforesaid counties in the States of Connecticut, 
New-Yorx, Pennsylvania, New-Jersey, Delaware, and 
Maryland after the 10th day of November, instant, 
unless accompanied by a certificate of health 
properly signed by a duly authorized Veterinary in- 
spector. Any corporation or individual who shali 
transport, receive, or convey such vrohibited stock 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction thereof, shail be fined not 
less than 81,000, nor more than $10,000, for 
each and every Offense. and shall be liable for 
any and all damage or loss that may be sustained by 
any party or parties by reason of the importation oF 
transportation of such prohibited stock.

A CHILD'S SAD TESTIMONY. 
WLORENCE HACKETT TELLS IN COURT HOW 
HER FATHER SHOT HER MOTHER. 

The trial of Michael Hackett, formerly a 
mounted policeman in Australia, and subsequently 
@ Park policeman in this City, for the murder of 
his wife Marian, at One Hundrea and Thirtieth- 
street and Tenth-avenue, on May 11 last, was re- 
pumed before Judge Cowing, in the General Ses- 
sions court, yesterday. The prisoner's oldest 
daughter, Lillian, a very interesting girl of 14, sat 
beside him. William Rowe, a boy of 11; his moth- 
er, Mrs. Bridget Rowe, and Mrs. Rosa Crawford, 


all of whom lived immediately opposite the gro- 
cery store in which the Hacketts lived, testified to 
seeing the prisoner speak to his wife, who was sit- 
ting on the stoop. After a few words the re- 
ports of two pistol-shots were heard, and 
the witnesses saw the prisoner throw some- 
fhing into the street. The next witness 
called was Florence Hackett, 11 years old. the 
prisoner’s youngest daughter and an intelligent 
child. She is at present an inmate of the institu- 
tion in State-street presided over by the Sisters of 
St. Mary, attached to Trinity Parish. The scene in 
court while the little one was testifying against 
her father was very affecting. The dropping of a 
= might have been heard as she told OP the dif- 
erences between her parents, and tears stood in 
the eyes of many of the jurors. She testified that 
about 6:30 on the evening of the shooting her 
mother sent her to call her father, who was im 
Thomas Whelan’s saloon, in the vicinity. Her 
father came along shortly after, and spoke to her 
mother, who was sitting on the stoop. After a 
few words had passed between them her mother 
made a grab for a pistol which her father 
bad in his breast-pocket and obtained posses- 
Bion of it. Astruggle then followed, and her father 
got the weapon back. She next saw a flash, and 
then saw her father point the pistol at her mother 
and fire twoshots. Her mother fell unconscious 
on the stoop, and her father threw the pistol into 
the street. The little one testified to various fam- 
ily quarrels between her parents. On one occa- 

ion, previous to her father’s departure for Pitts- 

urg, she said, they quarreled. Her father got out 
of bed, dressed himself, and taking down a shot- 
gun fully loaded, placed it in her mother’s hands, 
end told her to blow his brains out, as he was tired 
of living such a life. 

The prisoner himself then took the stand and 
gave a history of his rather romantic courtship of 
ard marriage with the deceased. On the night of 
the shooting he left Whelan’s saloon, about 6:30 P. 
M., after having been informed that he could have 
no more liquor. He could not remember having 
been told that his wife had sent word to the saloon 
that he should get no more drink, but such a state- 
ment might have been made to him. On reaching 
home he found his wife sitting on the stoop. He 
bad a few words with her, but did not quarrel. 
His wife took his pistol from him and a struggle 
for its possession ensued. While she held the 
weapon one shot was fired, the bullet wounding 
him inthe hand. Hethen became dazed and had 
uo recollection of what followed. He might 
have fired at his wife, but had no recollection of 
it. His sole desire in striving to regain possession 
oz the weapon was to take it from his wife, who 
be feared, inher then angry mood, might do some 
harm. Ithad never entered into his head, he said, 
to kill her, or even harm her, and if he shot her he 
did so unconsciously. His first recollection of 
what happened after he was wounded was when 
Tom Whelan caught him by the arm and told 
him he had shot his wife. The prisoner was cross- 
examined at length by Assistant District Attorney 
Beecher, and admitted that two attempts had been 
made to fire one of the cartridges. He denied that 
he was drunk on the night of the shooting, that 
he was angry with his wife for having warned the 
saloon-keeper against giving him any liqnor, or 
that he had ever struck or otherwise ill-used his 
wife during their married life. She was a woman 
of very violent temper, he said, and he had fre- 
quently hurt her wrists in taking from her things 
which she intended to throw at him. 

At the openidg of court to-day, the prisoner's 
oldest daughter, Lilly, will be examined for the 
flefense, for the purpose of showing that her sister 

lorenéce had told her shortly after her mother’s 
death that she had not seen the shooting at all, 
having run away from her mother on seeing her 
father approach. Florence was the only witness 
who testified positively to seeing Hackett fire the 

istol at the deceased. The others testified to see- 
ng the struggie between Hackett and his wife, 
peeing a flash, and hearing the report of pistol- 
Bhots, but could not swear positively that the 
prisoner had fired them. 
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FIGHTING THE GOULD PLAN. 
NWR. KNEELAND’S OPPOSITION—THE NEW 
STOCK NOT LISTED. 
The Directors of the New-York and Metropol- 
{tan Elevated Railroads met yesterday, the former 


in the morning, the latter in the afternoon. At the 
Metropolitan meeting there was an exciting scene. 
Mr. Jay Gould, Mr. W. E. Connor, and Mr. Russell 
Sage were present, but found that their pro- 
gramme was not by any means agreeable to Mr. 8. 
H. Kneeland and others, who charge that the inter- 


ests of Metropolitan stockholders are endanged by 


the propesed Gould schemes, Late on Monday a 


meeting of the Stock List Committee of the Stock 
Exchange was held to consider the request of Mr. 
Sage, Mr. Gould, and their friends in regard 
to iisting 6 per cent. stock issued orto be issued by 
the New-York and the Metropolitan Companies 
under the terms of the ‘* modified lease’’ in place 
of the 10 per cent. stock upon the list, in aecord- 
ance with the first agreement and the original 
lease. Mr. Kneeland made known his opposition 
to this project and stated his reasons, precipitat- 
ing an acrimonious discussion between himself and 
President Sage. Mr. Kneeland urged that such 
new stock could not be recoenized by the Stock 
Exchanee until there had been a ratification of the 
““modified lease’? by the shareholders—a ratifica- 
tion, he suggested, which could not be secured. 
Mr. Kneeland’s position was held to be good by 
the Committee, and a formal resolution was 


adopted denying the Gould-Sage petition. It was 


this action upon the part of the Stock List Com- 
mittee that induced the call of the directory meet- 
Ings yesterday. at which Mr. Kneeland had another 
victory, inasmuch és various measures favored b 
the opposition were postponed, if not defeated. 
Tne only action taken was the adoption of a reso- 
lution authorizing the opening of the books of the 
two companies to-day. Mr. Gould, it was said, de- 
clared thatif the obstruction to his plans was not 
ended he would force the withdrawal of all the 
stock from the boards of the Exchange.

ter’s (Roman Catholic) Church in this City, was con- 
secrated Bishop in the cathedral yesterday morn- 
ing by Cardinal McCloskey. The ceremonies he- 
gan at 10 o’clocs, in the presence of a large congre- 
gation. Among the Bishops present were Arch- 
bishop Lynch, of Toronto; Bishops MeNeirney and 
Conroy, of Albany; Fabre, of Montreal; Mce- 
Mahon, of Hartford: MeQuaid, of Rochester; 
Wigger, of Newark; Wadhams. of Ogdens- 
burg; Grondell, of Vancouver's Island; Shana- 
han, of Harrisburg; Crinnon, of Hamilton; Lynch, 
of Charleston; Touay, of Pittsburg, and Mgr. 
Doane, of Newark. Mr. F. B. McNamee, President 
of St. Patrick’s Society of Montreal, prought gifts 
for the Bishop-elect from J. A. Moussan, Secretary 
of State of Canada, and other friends of his in 
Montreal. The beginning of the ceremonies was 
marked by the entrance of the Bishops and clergy 
receded by a cross-bearer and acolytes and fol- 
owed by the Cardinal in his ecclesiastical robes 
and attended by Mgrs, Quinn and Preston, who 
walked on each side of him. Finally came Bishop 
O'Farrell, walking between Archbishop Corrigan 
and Bishop Laughlin. After Cardinal McCloskey had 
administered the oath to the new Bishop a solemn 
high mass was celebrated, the celebrant being the 
Cardinal; Assistant Bishops, Archbishop Corrican, 
of this City and_ Bishop Loughlin, of Brooklyn; 
Assistant Priest, Mgr. Quinn; Deacons of Honor, 
Mer. Preston and the Rey. Anthony Smith, of 
Trenton, N. J.; Deacon of the Mass, the Rev. 
James M. McGean; Snb-Deacon, ‘the Rey. John B. 
O'Hara; Masters of Ceremonies, the Rev. J. J. 
Farley, the Rev. Charles McDonnell, and the Rev. 
M. Lavelle. The act of consecration consisted of 
the imposition of hands by the Cardinal, the 
anointing of the head and hands of thenew Bishop.

About eight years ago 
he became Pastor of St. Peter's Church, Bar- 
clay-street, in this City. He will eelebrate there 
next Sunday his first pontificial high mass. St.

Mr. Mudgett says that Capt. Cleaves evidently at- 
tempted to pass close to the eastern end of Brazil 
instead of standing well outin order to meet the 
south-east trade winds. The result was that the 
bark was caught in a current which sets along the 
Brazilian coast, and was carried on to the rocks 
near Maranham. The David Babcock was owned 
by the geatleman after whom she was named, and 
measured 487 tons, She was built at Belfast, Me., 
in 1874, and was thoroughly overhauled last year. 
A dispatch was received here yesterday stating 
that the American ship Humboldt had been totally 
wrecked at Paracels,in the China Sea. and that 
part of the crew had been rescued. De Groot & 
Peck, of No. 124 Water-street, are the agents 
for the ship in this City. They say that 
she was bound from Shanghai for this port with a 
general cargo of tea, &c., but they have not re- 
ceived any particulars about her loss. She was 
built at Bath, Me., in 1871, and measured 1.018 tons. 
Her agents say that they know nothing about her 
value or her insurance. The steam-ship Egyptian 
Monarch, of the Monarch Line, which arrived from 
London yesterday, sailed onthe 19th. On the 2ist 
and 22d the barometer went down very low, and 
there was a tremendous sea, in which the ship 
rolled heavily, shipping huge quantities of water, 
The ship tossed about violently during several 
other days of the passage. Strong westerly winds 
prevailed the whole time. Capt. Dow, of the bark 
Akbar, which arrived from Cienfuegos yesterday, 
reports that on the 24th ult., im latitude 25° 34’ and 
longitude 79° 41’, he spoke the schooner Walter L. 
Plumm, bound from Laguayra’for this port. The 
latter was 21 days out and was short of provisions. 
A fresh supply was sent to her by Capt. Dow. The 
schooner Emma L. C. Winsor, which arrived from 
Azua, Hayti, yesterday, ran short of provisions and 
received a fresh supply from the schooner Etna, 
bound from Wiscassett for Galveston, on Oct. 21, in 
latitude 28° 40’ and longitude &2° 5’. 
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ALLOWED TO DIE IN HIS CELL. 


A somewhat singular Police outrage, in 
which a man who was known to be dying was 
bundled intoacell and left there to breathe his 
last without attendance of any sort, was devel 
oped in Hoboken, N. J., yesterday morning. On 
Monday night the Police autnorities were informed 
that a man was lying at the Elysian Fields, appar- 
ently suffering great agony. An officer who was 
sent to inquire intothe matter found the report 
to be true. The sufferer said his name was Adolphe 
Schaffer, of No. 179 Second-street, New-York, 25 
years of age, and that having lost $300, he had 
taken four ounces of oxalic acid with the intention 
of ending his miseries. He was conveyed to the 
Police station, where Dr. Helfer was cailedin. He 
said that the man was dying, and ordered him 
taken to the hospital, where he could be properly 
cared for and antidotes administered. The Police, 
instead of taking the man _ to the hospital, 
thrust him back into the cell, and there he was 
allowed to lie without further attention and with- 
out any effort to relieve his sufferings or counteract 
the effects of the poison. At 8:30 the janitor found 
him dead on the floor. Chief Donovan, when ques- 
tioned as tothe affair yesterday. excused the con- 
duct of the Police by saying that they could not 
send any one to the hospital without an order from 
a City Physician, and that official could not write 
an order without permission of the Common Coun- 
cil. He also said that Dr. Helfer applied to Mayor 
Besson for the necessary permit, but it waa refused, 
with the suggestion that the man be sent to New- 
York, where he belonged. The explanation seems 
a strange one, since the hospital is not a city insti- 
tution, but belongs to the Sisters of St. Mary, is 
maintained by eharity, and receives all classes, 
creeds, and colors without the intervention of the 
Police, and is noted in the community for the good 
work that itis daily doing. No case was ever known 
where a patient was turned from its doors, and 
there is no doubt in the minds of the people of Ho- 
boken that if Schaffer had been taken to the hospital 
he would have been received.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
tates for to-day, in this region, fair weather and 
no change in temperature, east to south winds, 
vising, followed by falling, barometer. 


In our Washington-dispatches this morn- 
ing will be found an analysis of the 
November debt statement, and a comparison 
showing the rate at which the debt has 
been reduced and the interest charge dimin- 
ished. The fact that in sixteen years since 
the close of the war the annual interest charge 
has been brought down from $151,000,000 
to less than $61,000,000 is a striking one, 
but, relatively, it is not so important as 
the reduction of nearly $18,000,000 within 
the last sixteen months. The process of 
reducing the debt still goeson. It was $13,- 
821,488 during October; and it has been 
#55,000,000 during the past four months. 
If the rate of reduction reached in the 
next eight months shall be as_ great 
that of the corresponding period 
last year, the total for the year will 
be $123,000,000, as against $101,000,000 
last year. Itis not at all improbable that 
the total reduction may be larger than this. 
This record, made in monthly returns, is 
hardly appreciated by the American public, 
which accept it as a matter of course, but it 
is, nevertheless, a very remarkable and even 
amazing record, without precedent in the 
aistory of any national debt. It is a perfect 
jemonstration of the power and resources 
of the Nation. It is, however, hardly a 
orocf of wisdom in finance.

The Committee of the Bar Association ap- 
pointed to consider the fitness of the various 
party nominees for judicial positions have 
made a somewhat gingerly report, which, 
after some discussion, was adopted by the 
association. The committee found courage 
enough to declare that Trworny J. Camp- 
BELL and Jonw A. DinkeL are unfit per- 
‘sons to be nominated for the office of 
Civil Justice, but beyond that they content 
themselves with silent disapproval. That is, 
they give a list of actual nominees and 
another list of probable nominees from which 
all the candidates whom they are unable to 
recommend are.excluded. By this process of 
elimination the: Tammany candidate for Sur- 
rogate is excluded, together with one of the 
Tammany and one of the Republican candi- 
dates for Justice of the Marine Court. 
Out of some two dozen _ candidates 
jn the field for Civil Justices the com- 
mittee are able to indorse eleven—quite 
a large proportion from one point of view, 
though considering the character of some 
of the names approved, it is difficult to ex- 
plain why it should not have been larger. 
Altogether the report is hardly robust 
enough to do anybody very much good or 
very much harm. 


And now the ‘‘ Hon.’”’ MichagL Norton 
appears as the candidate of a reformed De- 
‘mocracy for Civil Justice of the First Ju- 
dicial District. The genial ‘‘Mrkr,’’ who 
0 neatly escaped State prison, is vouched 
for by one admiring supporter as ‘‘the soul 
of honor,”’ ‘‘the creature of no boss,”’ “‘ the 
poor man’s friend,”’ and is characterized by 
another as ‘‘one of nature’s noblemen 
and a gentleman who knew more law and 
‘bad done more good with what he knew 

‘ban half the members of the Bar Asso- 
- 


ciation.’’ The latter part of this statement 
is probably true, for however limited may 
be Mr. Norton’s knowledge of the law, he 
had enough of it to convince him that it 
profits a potential felon more to turn State’s 
evidence than to go to prison. Therein 
MrkeE did undoubtedly perform a valuable 
service in his generation, but wherefore he 
should be selected to sit in the seat of Jus- 
tice only those in the secrets of a purified 
Democracy can tell. Perhaps it should be 
added that the ex-Court-house Commissioner 
has pledged himself, if elected, to administer 
the office of Civil Justice ‘‘ honestly and im- 
partially, making any reforms that are 
necessary in its conduct.” 


The friends of Gov. Murray, of Utah, 
are elated, as well as relieved, by the de- 
cision of the court that Cannon, the Mor- 
mon Delegate in Congress, is an alien. It 
was on this ground that Gov. Murray re- 
fused to grant Cannon his certificate of 
election. The Governor now claims that 
he was right and his critics were wrong, 
as the court has decided that Can- 
NON has not been naturalized. We 
do not see, however, that the de- 
cision of the court covers the case at ail, 
so far as MurRaAy’s refusal to grant a certifi- 
cate of election was concerned. The Gov- 
ernor, in advance of the judgment of the 
court, decided for himself a question which 
could not possibly come before him, and 
which could only be decided lawfully by a 
court of competent jurisdiction or by the 
House of Representatives, 


An unusually active canvass is being car- 
ried on in the Twenty-seventh Congres- 
sional District, by both the Republicans and 
Democrats. The Republicans of Ontario, 
Livingston, and Yates are probably as well 
aware of the importance of electing the suc- 
cessor to Mr. LAPHAM as any one out of the 
district can be. None of them will for an 
instant maintain that Mr. James W. Waps- 
WORTH is not a better man to represent the 
district in Congress than Mr. FauLKNER, 
his Democratic opponent, who relies for 
support mainly upon a very small record of 
legislative assistance to Mr. T1npEN. Mr. 
Wabsworta has madea record as Control- 
ler of which he need not be ashamed and 
of which his constituents ought to be proud, 
and nothing but conspicuous neglect to vote 
can prevent Mr. Wapswortn’s election on 
Tuesday next by a very handsome majority. 





Tt must be obvious to the political backers 
of Mr. Freperick 8. Gress that he cannot 
possibly be elected to represent the Eighth 
District in the State Senate. We presume 
that the party managers in that dis- 
trict do not desire the election of 
a Democrat, and that even if they 
are compelled to accept a Republican not 
personally vouched for by Mr. CHaARLEs 
Buackiz they would prefer that alter- 
native to throwing away a vote in 
the Senate which may be urgently 
needed. The very respectable names ap- 
pended to the address of the Citizens’ 
Committee show that the supporters of Gen. 
TREMAIN’S candidacy are thoroughly in 
earnest, and it is certain that neither 
organization nor effort will be want- 
ing to put him fairly before the people 
of the district as an Independent Repub- 
lican candidate. As Mr. Grass is not the 
type of candidate likely to be content with 
the prospect of certain defeat, he will prob- 
ably see the expediency of retiring from a 
barren contest, leaving all sections of the 
party to unite on Gen. TREMAIN or on 
some equally respectable candidate that 
might be agreed on. 





GOVERNMENT BANK INSPECTION. 

The failure of the Mechanics’ Bank of 
Newark cannot but attract public attention 
to the manner in which the inspection of 
national banks by the Government is car- 
ried out. The Treasury Department has no 
duty to perform more important or more 
delicate end difficult. Its power under 
the banking act is practically unlim- 
ited, and its responsibility is neces- 
sarily proportioned to its power.  Sec- 
tion 5,240 of the Revised Statutes says: 
‘«The Controller of the Currency, with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
shall, as often as shall be deemed necessary 
or proper, appoint a suitable person or per- 
sons to make an examination of the affairs 
of every banking association, who shall have 
power to make a thorough examination into 
all the affairs of the association, and, in daing 
so, to examine any of the officers and agents 
thereof on oath, and shall make a fuil and 
detailed report of the condition of the asso- 
ciation to the Controller.’’ Besides these 
discretionary or special reports from ex- 
aminers, the Controiler is authorized to 
prescribe forms, in accordance with 
which not less than five reports each year 
must be made to him, which “ shall exhibit 
in detail and under appropriate heads the 
resources and liabilities of the associations 
at the close of business on any past day by 
him specified,’’ and he has further authority 
to ‘‘call for special reports from any par- 
ticular association whenever in his judg- 
ment the same are necessary in order to a 
full and complete knowledge of its condi- 
tion.” 

These provisions are very sweeping. They 
are expressly intended to furnish the Con- 
troller with all necessary means to obtain a 
full and complete knowledge of the condi- 
tion of every banking association in the 
country. For this purpose he can not only 
ask his formal and periodical questions; of 
the officers, but he may send as many ex- 
aminers as he wishes, at any time that he 
thinks proper, to make a thorough examina- 
tion, with a full and detailed report to 
him of any facts that he thinks fit 
to inquire into. With the merely formal 
condition of the approval of the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the power of the Controller 
is practically unlimited, save by his own 
skill and capacity and the time at his dis- 
posal. In the case of Controller Knox, no 
one doubts his zeal and ability, but the fail- 
ure of the Newark bank under circum- 
stances so disgraceful is calculated to 
bring a certain amount of discredit upon 
the system he is called upon to ad- 
minister. The plain undeniable fact is 
that for a number of years back, probably 
a dozen, the Bank Examiners have been 
deceived as to the real condition of the 
bank, and deceived by the misrepresenta- 
tion of one or two assets, as to which the 


truth might have been ascertained at any 
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moment quickly, easily, and accurately. 
The main point of deception appears to 
have been the amount of deposit with the 
correspondent bank in New-York. It has 
been stated recently, and probably fre- 
quently stated, to be as high as $1,400,000— 
t% @, More than one-third of the re- 
sources of the bank, and_ nearly 
three-fifths of its deposits. Such a de- 
posit in New-York with a single 
bank is an unusual one, and it is but rea- 
sonable to say that it would have attracted 
the attention of a vigilant examiner. It 
could have been verified in an hour at any 
time by a telegram from the examiner, or 
by a personal inquiry at the New-York 
bank. No such inquiry has ever been made. 

Again it is stated by the defaulting Cash- 
ier that very large loans were made to a 
single firm—as high as $200,000 in a single 
month, and $1,000,000 or $2,000,000 in all. 
This statement is probably exaggerated, but 
it is likely that heavy loans were made. 
Now, section 5,200 of the statutes explicitly 
declares that the ‘‘total liabilities to any as- 
sociation of any person, or of any company, 
corporation, or firm, for money borrowed 
* * * shdil at no time exceed one-tenth 
part of the capital stock of such (bank) 
association actually paid in.’’ If loans go 
beyond this amount they must be in 
‘discount of bills of exchange drawn in 
good faith, or the discount of commercial or 
business paper, actually owned by the person 
negotiating the same.’’ The capital of the 
Newark bank was $500,000, The limit of 
money loaned to any one firm at one time 
was $50,000. However deftly concealed, it 
would seem possible and even easy for an 
acute and_ skillful examiner to have 
detected loans if made, as asserted by 
the Cashier, to twenty or forty 
times the legal limit. Though this is 
not an item so readily verified as that of the 
deposit in the Wew-York bank, it is never- 
theless one apparently capable of verifica- 
tion. If it be not so capable; if, as a matter 
of fact, the law can thus be so grossly, con- 
tinually, and dangerously violated with im- 
punity, for years in succession, then Gov- 
ernment inspection is not the source of se- 
curity which it is generally supposed to 
have been. 

We shall not now recur to the negligence 
of the Directors. That has been lamenta- 
ble, but itis very common. What we wish 
to enforce on the attention of our readers is 
the immense responsibility assumed by the 
Government in the use of its substantially 
unlimited and discretionary powers of in- 
spection. This inspection must be as con- 
stant, as searching, and as perfect as possi- 
ble or it is worse than useless, The exist- 
ence of such inspection is, in any case, 
attended with grave inconvenience. It 
encourages over-confidence on the part 
of the public, and, what is worse, 
on the part of the Directors, the 
natural and special guardians, who are 
supposed to be on watch in the interest of 
shareholders and creditors. The more strin- 
gent the powers giver to the Government, 
the greater the trust reposed in the results 
of their exercise and the greater the tendency 
to neglect other means of security. If the 
Government assume, as in theory it does 
assume, the guardianship of the bank, if it 
be armed, as it is, with absolute authority 
to acquaint itself with every detail of the 
bank’s condition, ard if then its inspection 
prove a broken reed, the effect on the stabil- 
ity of the national bank system is necessarily 
deplorable. 





ECCENTRIC REVENUE REFORM. 


The principal organ of the Democratic 
Party in this City, acting on the hint of that 


eminent Pennsylvania protectionist, Mr. 
SamvueEL J. RANDALL, raises the cry, ‘‘ Down 
with the internal revenue.’’ Coming from 
Mr. RanDALL, the demand for the abolition 
of internal revenue taxes was scarcely more 
surprising than it would have been if it 
had come from his Republican fellow-citizen, 
Mr. WituraAm D. Keuiry. Mr. RanpAauu 
is equal to the feat of standing on a plat- 
form whose only feature of special signifi- 
cance is a demand for a ‘‘tariff for revenue 
only,’”’ but he is at the same time an avowed 
protectionist. In the interest of Pennsyl- 
vania industries he regards it of the utmost 
importance that high duties should be main- 
tained on a variety of imported mer- 
chandise, not for the sake of the rev- 
enue derived from them, but for the 
sake of restricting their importation 
and sustaining the prices of competing prod- 
ucts in this country. The main purpose of 
a tariff in his mind is not to raise ‘‘revenue 
only’ or revenue at all, but to increase the 
profits of Pennsylvania manufacturers.. He 
is willing that ‘‘industries’’ outside of his 
State shall be protected by the same method, 
and the question with him is how in the 
face of a demand for less taxation a 
high degree of protection shall be main- 
tained. A year ago his notion was that the 
rate of Government expenditures might be 
kept up for a long time to come by payment 
of pensions, a continuous reduction of the 
national debt, and liberal public improve- 
ments. His argument was that these ex- 
penses would make a high tariff neces- 
sary for revenue purposes, and it could, 
therefore, be kept for protective purposes 
without a very heinous violation of the 
Democratic platform of 1880. 


Now, however, Mr. RanpAatu seems to 
have become impressed with the awful idea 
that rapid payment of the public debt will 
in the end be destructive of a high rate of 
public expenditure and interfere with the 
excuse for a high tariff. There is more vir- 
tue in a plea for economy, and something 
must be done to cut down the revenue with- 
out interfering with the tariff to any serious 
extent. The happy thought has struck 
him that $135,000,000 or so may be knocked 
off the receipts of the Treasury at a single 
blow by a total abolition of the internal 
revenue. It is nothing to him that this is 
derived chiefly from whisky and tobacco, 
and that all nations regard such articles of 
superfluous luxury, to give them no worse 
name, as the most legitimate of all objects 
for taxation. He cares not who pays these 
taxes or what would be the direct effect of 
abolishing them. What he wants is to 
save the tariff as nearly as possible in 
its present cumbrous and oppressive shape. 
We give him credit for not caring particu- 
larly for cheap whisky and tobacco or wish- 
ing to add greatly to the profits of distil- 
leries and groggeries, but he is anxious to 
compel people to pay high prices for iron

and steel and all the implements of industry 
made from them, and he does want to have 
the cost of blankets and clothing kept up. 
However mistaken his view of the interests 
of the people, and however fallacious his 
reasoning, his object is very plain. 

But the World newspaper has not an es- 
tablished reputation as an advocate of a high 
protective tariff. On the contrary, we have 
a distinct recollection of laborious arguments 
in its columns in favor of reducing and sim- 
plifying the tariff for the very purpose of 
getting rid of its protective features. It has 
exulted in platforms demanding a tariff 
for revenue only, and descanted upon the 
burdens imposed upon the country by the 
oppressive duties which are the offspring of 
war legislation. It is somewhat surprising, 
therefore, notwithstanding the known ca- 
pacity of the Democratic organ for brilliant 
feats in journalistic gymnastics, to find it 
joining in Mr. RanpaAuu’s demand for 
the salvation of the tariff by the 
sacrifice of the internal revenue. It 
moved in some measure 
by sympathy for the consumers of 
whisky and tobacco, which are potent 
agencies in Democratic politics, but it goes 
too far in assuming that their taxation ‘ op- 
presses every industry and vexes every 
household in the land.” A habitual 
reader of the Democratic organ, which has 
gained the reputation of leaning very 
hard toward free trade, would natu- 
tally suppose when it refers to a sys- 
tem that grew up ‘‘ under the stress of 
the war,’’ and lingers to oppress every in- 
dustry and vex every household, that it 
means the tariff which it has so often de- 
nounced, but it removes all doubt by giving 
its name as ‘‘ internal revenue,’’ wherein it 
unaccountably finds something ‘‘ soothing.” 


The World could always make itself in- 
teresting by taking to figures. It resorts 
to calculations for the purpose of de- 
molishing the internal revenue. It states 
that the receipts of the Government 
for the last fiscal year amounted to $363, - 
250,000, and then it sets down the ‘‘legiti- 
mate and necessary items’’ of expenditure 
at $194,178,295, and shows that the Cus- 
toms receipts are sufficient to cover those. 
Pensions it treats as not ‘‘legitimate 
and necessary items,’’ but it does not 
deign to show how it would get 
rid of them. But supposingall payments of 
the principal of the public debt to be sus- 
pended, and all the illegitimate ‘‘items’’ of 
pensions and ‘‘ miscellaneous’ to be lopped 
from the expenses of the Government, re- 
ducing the needed revenue to less than 
$200,000,000, we are still left, in spite of 
the imposing figures, to wonder why all 
taxes should be removed from whisky and 
tobacco and all should be left on the im- 
ported articles which include so many of 
the necessaries and comforts of life, the 
prices of which are kept up by the taxes, 
whether they are imported or manufactured 
at home. Surely it is time to “‘ consider the 
why and the whereunto of all this.”’ 


THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 


The Liberal triumph in the German elec- 
tions is no doubt a surprise and painful 
disappointment to Bismarck and his Con- 
servative following, and was not very confi- 
dently expected even by the Liberals them- 
selves. The law-making power of the 
empire has shifted hands, leaving the 
Church party and _ the aristocracy 
to be taken up by the _ people 
through their representatives in the Reich- 
stag. This has been accomplished in spite 
of the most extraordinary exertions on the 
part of the Government and its agents to 
secure a contrary result. The Liberals and 
their candidates have had to endure persist- 
ent misrepresentation and scurrilous abuse 
from the subservient official press. 
Their patriotism has been questioned 
and their motives telied at every 
stage of the contest. Fidelity to the Chan- 
cellor and the Chancellor’s policy has been 
made the single and supreme test of loyalty, 
and every speaker, writer, or candidate who 
ventured to set up a flifferent standard or 
call in question the wisdom of BrsMARcK’s 
measures and aims has been pronounced an 
enemy to the State. Our cable dispatches 
say that in Lauenberg, West Prussia, and 
Schleswig-Holstein the Government went 
beyond the limits of a warrantable indorse- 
ment of the Conservative candidates, and 
conducted its campaign after the fashion 
which Fotrtrov made infamous in the 
French elections following the Marshal Pres- 
ident’s coup d'état of the 15th of May, in 
some cases even causing the arrest of 
electors. 


Against all these powerful opposing influ- 
ences the Liberals have made an earnest and 
vigorous, but in general a decent and re- 
spectable, canvass. They have certainly 
taken more abuse than they have given, and 
whatever their disposition may have been, 
their field for intrigue and the employment 
of improper influences has been far narrower 
than that of theiropponents. Their success 
cannot as yet, in the absence of complete 
returns, be fully measured. It amounts, at 
least, to an overthrow of the Conservative 
majority. The returns from 368 out of the 
397 districts show the election of 149 mem- 
bers of the Government party. Of these 
36 are ultra-Conservatives, a group largely 
made up of the landed aristocracy; 24 
Free Conservatives, who are unreservedly de- 
voted to Bismarck and his policy of protec- 
tion and centralization, and 89 members of 
the Centre or Clerical Party. In the last 
Reichstag there were 100 Clericals and 120 
Conservatives of both wings, making a 
majority party of 220 members on 
all questions involving a progressive 
policy. Thirty-two National Liberals 
have already been elected, 27 Progress 
ists, and 80 Secessionists, or New Liberals. 
In German politics these three groups cor- 
respond in sentiment and aims to the Re. 
publican Left in the Republican Union in 
the French Chambers, though they lack 
leaders of the daring and political sagacity 
of GamBetra and JuLusFerry. They are 
still too much afraid of Bismanck, and are 
far too easily persuaded that the German 
Empire would drop to pieces without his 
strong and controlling hand, but the hope 
of Liberalism in Germany lies in them. 
In their political convictions these groups 
are not widely separated, but they differ as 
to methods. The National Liberals, under 
the leadership of Herr von BrenniGsew, have 
never had the boldness to enter upon a 
course of uncompromising annosition to 


BisMaRCK, though they are quite as dis- 
trustful of the wisdom of his statesmanship 
as the New Liberals, who are called the Seces- 
sionists because they withdrew from the 
National Liberal camp a year ago and called 
upon all German believers in liberal ideas, 
as opposed to the Chancellor’s ideas, to join 
them in a war upon feudalism and reaction. 

The Liberal groups are expected to win in 
20 out of the 90 districts in which second 
ballotings are necessary. This will carry 
their total united strength to 109, with 29 
districts yet to be heard from. Their 
success in the coming session depends 
upon their ability to call to their 
aid the Socialists and a portion of the 
small independent factions, the Poles, Pro- 
testers, and Particularists. The complete 
returns will doubtless show that the Liber- 
als and Socialists together outnumber 
the whole Government party.  Bis- 
MARCK was repeatediy baffled during 
the last session in his efforts to build 
up a Government majority out of the dis- 
cordant factions of which the Reichstag 
was composed. In the new Chamber his 
task will be vastly more difficult, if net alto- 
gether impossible. The Liberals will not 
only be numerically stronger, but, encour- 
aged by the consciousness that popular 
sentiment is turning to their side and 
against militarism and plunder under the 
name of taxation, they will not be 
easily cajoled or bullied into compro- 
mises or coalitions with the Government 
groups. To play off one group against an- 
other in such combinations as his necessities 
suggested has been of late the sole method 
by which the Chancellor could command a 
majority, and even this resource failed him 
on nearly all the important bills he intro- 
duced and championed at the last session. 
Which way he will turn when he meets 
the new Reichstag cannot be foretold. But 
with all his dislike for constitutional gov- 
ernment and all his incapacity for under- 
standing or sympathizing with popular 
movements, he ought to be able to see in 
this election a condemnation of his own 
policy and a portent of the coming doom of 
feudalism. 





IN BEHALF OF KINGS. 

The King and Queen of Italy have re- 
turned home, having had, as the Queen her- 
self remarked, a ‘‘perfectly splendid time”’ 
—un tempo assolutamente splendido—at Vien- 
na. Weare also told that the recent visits 
paid by the King of Portugal to the King of 
Spain and by the Czar to the Emperor W1- 
LIAM were equally successful, and that the 
German Emperor actually burst into tears 
when he met the Czar, so glad was he to 
meet a fellow-monarch with whom he could 
hold a little rational conversation. 


As will be frankly admitted by every re- 
tired King—who, being out of business, can 
talk freely—there is no more lonesome per- 
son than areigning monarch. He has no- 
body to talk to except his wife, and he does 
not always have a wife. Everybody who 
calls to see him is his social inferior, toward 
whom he must behave with kingly dignity. 
How can a King be expected to enjoy con- 
versing with a man who constantly calls 
him ‘‘ Sire’ and ‘‘ Your Majesty,”’ and gen- 
erally conducts himself as if he were in con- 
stant expectation of being knocked down 
and walked upon, and with what freedom 
can the King himself converse when 
he is obliged to speak of himself 
as ‘‘we,” and to assume the cold 
stateliness of a marble tombstone in 
an Arctic cemetery ? We need not wonder 
that King ALFonso was wild with delight 
when the King of Portugal came to visit 
him. Until that eventful day his only com- 
panions had been the Cabinet Ministers, who 
called on him every morning, and after 
striking a few preliminary notes on their 
guitars and singing an opening chorus fell 
upon their faces and humbly begged his 
Majesty to communicate to them his wishes. 
What the King really wanted was some one 
whom he could address as ‘‘old fellow,’’ 
and with whom he could talk on terms of 
perfect equality. Such, however, is the 
painful position of reigning monarchs that 
natural and unrestrained conversation is 
something in which they scarcely ever have 
an opportunity to indulge. 


The success which has attended the recent 
interviews between different monarchs ought 
to call the attention of humane people to 
the ordinarily desolate condition of Kings, 
and to lead to an organized effort to pro- 
mote social intercourse among them. With 
the facilities for rapid traveling now at the 
command of the European monarchs it 
would be very easy for them to meet to- 
gether once a week, or, at all events, once in 
afortnight. Why should they not form a 
club or ‘‘sociable’’ and enjoy themselves 
like other people? They might, for ex- 
ample, organize a nice lie orchestra 
among themselves, for almost every King 
can play upon some instrument, even 
if it is only the hand-organ. Some of 
the Queens sing very nicely, and, with 
the exercise of a little toleration on the part 
of the King of Bavaria, who would natur- 
ally be inclined to play nothing, but Wac- 
NER’s music, and on the part of the King of 
Sweden and Norway, who writes operas 
himself, and would, of course, scorn all 
other music, a series of very delightful mu- 
sical evenings might be had. With a little 
practice, the monarchs might even be abie to 
give an occasional public concert which 
would be quite as interesting as the unmu- 
sical ‘‘European concert’’ of which states- 
men have so much to say. At any rate, 
these musical meetings would be a pleasant 
relaxation and would vary the terrible mo- 
notony of kingly life. 

Or the ostensible object of the ‘‘ Royal 
Social Club’’ might be the improvement of 
the minds of its members by reading and 
criticism. One of the Kings might be ap- 
pointed to read some entertaining and im- 
proving book, such as ‘* Tupper’s Proverbial 
Philosophy,’’ or the ‘‘ Wide, Wide World,” 
and after the reading the club could criticise 
the book in friendly conversation, or discuss 
the questions suggested by it. Arrange- 
ments might be made with some energetic 
American Sunday-school Superintendent to 
supply a seriesof evening entertainments. 
Among those would naturally be a magic- 
lantern exhibition, a lecture by a. returned 
missionary, (care being taken not to intro- 
duce anything to which either a Greek, Ro- 
man, or Protestant monarch could take ex- 
ception,) and a performance by an eminent 


cornet virtuoso, Enterfainments of this 


kind, winding up with an informal supper 
of cake and lemonade, would give the mon- 
archs innocent diversion, and perhaps even 
lead the Czar to temporarily forget the ex- 
istence of dynamite. 

Cards and dancing might have their place 
in these social meetings, though it would be 
necessary to forbid any but merely nominal 
stakes, or else we should have excited Kings 
betting their fleets on four of a kind or their 
entire kingdoms on a straight flush. Of 
course, afternoon croquet parties would be 
quite impossible, for the Emperor of Aus- 
tria could not hit the Czar over the head 
with a mallet, and the Queen of Spain could 
not throw down her mallet and call the 
King of Portugal a ‘‘mean, good-for-noth- 
ing cheat’’ without causing a subsequent 
effusion of blood on the part of the armies 
of the irate monarchs. Still, lawn-tennis 
would be comparatively unobjectionable, 
and quiet evening games, such as ‘“‘cha- 
rades,’’ or even ‘‘post office,”” might meet 
the views of the younger Kings and Queens. 

Something surely ought to be done at once 
on behalf of the lonely and unhappy rulers 
of Europe. They are suffering from lack 
of society, and they must be made to see it. 
They can meet by turns at their respective 
palaces, and if they are only encouraged and 
assisted to do so they will not only enjoy 
themselves but they will be able to transact 
their daily business far more acceptably to 
their subjects than they can when in their 
usual gloomy and dissatisfied frame of mind. 





The Committee on Ferries and Franchises of ' 


the Common Couneil had recently submitted to 
their consideration a resolution: giving permission 
to an electric lighting corporation to lay tubes, 
wires, insulators, and to erect special lamp- 
posts in Eighth-avenue, from Fourteenth-street 
to Thirty-fourth-street. Before any such grant 
is made it is proper that the City shall 
stipulate on its side not only that it be paid a just 
and adequate pecuniary consideration for the 
franchise awarded, but also that as a condition in 
that award the corporation operating the lights 
shall agree to take measures to remedy some of the 
main defects in the systems of electrie lighting in 
operation elsewhere in the City. The company 
should be required to arrange the special lamp- 
posts in such a way that not only shall 
the street numbers and names be dis- 
tinctly and effectively displayed on either the 
globes or posts, but that the equally important 
matter of the display of the red plates of glass 
placed on the avenues at intervals on the present 
lamp-posts, and which are designed as a guide 
to the location of the signal alarm boxes of the 
Fire Department telegraph, shall be uniformly 
replaced by similar signals on the electric 
light pests. The importance of both these 
details has been heretofore referred to, 
apropos of the careless neglect shown in 
reference thereto in the lights on  Fifth- 
avenue and on Broadway. No provision has 
been made by them to properly display either the 
numbers or the red signal glass plates, and the an- 
noyance caused by this pieee of negligence is even 
more aggravating than that experienced from the 
indistinct numbering of the private. residences 
along these thoroughfares. Another matter, the 
importance of which has been emphasized by recent 
events, is the laying of the electric wires 
in such a way that they shall not  inter- 
fere with the operation of the fire telegraph 
lines. The Aldermen should see to it that the cor- 
poration, if granted the privilege of lighting Eighth- 
avenue, shall take every Known precaution against 
fire and accident by the painting of the wiresa 
color that will render them readily discernible to 
firemer, that the insulation shall be as thorough 
and as perfect asean be secured, and that there 
shall be ** cut-outs” in place of ordinary ‘* shunts” 
wherever the wires are diverted from the direct 
line of street lamps, and introduced into build- 
ings for illuminating purposes. The defects of the 
present system of lightsin these respects has be- 
come notorious during the past few weeks, and the 
Common Council cannot afford, out of proper re- 
gard for the rights of the public, to permit any 
possible remedial precaution to be neglected here- 


after. 
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It is curious to what an extent the value of 
an article is controlled by its outward appearance. 
A shop-keeper is quite willing to make a liberal dis- 
count in the price of a pair of shoes that have been 
stained on their soles, and yet after an hour's usage 
it would be impossible to say whether the goles had 
or had not been stained. Gloves with a blemish no 
greater than the first wear would be certain to give 
them have their value as marketable articles cut 
down to a fraction of what would be asked for per- 
fect specimens. Thus, regard for first appearances 
isfound by the adjusters of fire insurance com- 
panies to be one of the most perplexing problems 
they have to solve in determining the extent of 
damage which a stock of merchandise has suffered 
in consequence of afire. Where goods have been 
absolutely burned, wholly or in part, but little 
value remains in them; but it almost always hap- 
pens that alarge part of the claim for indemnity 
will be in consequence of what is termed water 
damage. The water used in putting out the fire 
has wet the goods directly, or, after being converted 
to steam by the flames, has penetrated into them. 
Under such circumstances how is the ratio of 
damage to be estimated. It often happensthat for 
all practical purposes there has been no loss at all, 
aud yet it cannot be denied that, as a seller of 
merchandise, the assured will not be able 
to dispose of his wares at the same prices 
that he could before the water had touched them. 
Take, for example, silk underwear. Its appearance 
is wholly changed after a water soaking, and yet 
in any event the buyer of it would have it sent to 
the wash after a week’s usage. So, too, consider- 
ing the washings they are subjected to, the water 
loss on linen table-cloths and napkins should not 
be large, though in point of fact the demand made 
is always considerable. It might be supposed that 
serubbing-brushes and fish-hooks would be exempt 
from this class of damage. These, it may be said, 
are articles whose use does not begin until they 
have been soaked in water. In practice, reasoning 
from sucha premise would lead to an entirely 
wrong conclusion, for more than once water dam- 
age in these articles has been estimated at more 
than 50 per cent. of their sound value. But more 
remarkable still was a water damage paid some 
time since on alot of pig-iron. The iron was ina 
warehouse on adock. The latter taking fire, a 
large amount of salt water was used in extinguish- 
ing the flames, and it was claimed that this was 
highly detrimental to the pig-iron. The insuring 
company, which must previously have looked upon 
the risk as almost incapable of damage, was con- 
tent to settle by paying 5 per cent. of the supposed 
value of the iron. 


Within the last few months two deaths have 
occurred in Europe brought about by the so-called 
“American duel,” the first that of a lawyer’s 
clerk in North Germany, the last that of an officer in 
the Austrian Army. Why we should have to bear 
the odium of giviag to the world such a thorough- 
ly unfair and murderous practice it is impossible 
to say. Certain it is that it never has obtained and 
never would obtain the sanction of those m this 
country who feel called upon to tight duels. The 
“American duel” consists in two persons agreeing 
to draw lots to see which one shall commit suicide. 
That is to say, the one who draws the black ball, 
or the short paper, is given a few months or a year 
in which to make way with himself. It seems 
hardly necessary to point out that this plan is es- 
sentially un-American. We have had personal en- 
counters in this country where the combatants 
were fastened together by a handkerchief, and the 
custom of serving a notice of an intention to shoot 
at sight has in the South-west been only too fre- 
quently observed. In the main, however, those 
Americaas who have desired to be honorable mur- 
derers have been close stickiers to the definitions 
of the code. The suicide method would be looked 
upon by thoroughgoing duelista in this country as 
abominable. A man might pick a‘ quarrel with 
you, they would say, and then when reparation 
was demanded wouid take this suicide device. If 
you drew the black ball, well and geod; you would 
kill yourself. If he drew the black ball. he wouid 
do nothing of the kind. It would be a game of 


jaada I win, tails you lose, which would never 
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suit the practicai genius of this country. It seems 
certain that the “American duel” should be re 
christened. We have faults enough without add 
ing unnecessary ones to our score. 
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A letter from the American Consu!-Generaj 
at Frankfort relates how the difficulty of getting 
pure milk is dealt with in that city. A Police in. 
spection had already been established, the galac- 
tometer being also in common family use. Out of 
309 analyses made in 1830 in Mannheim 245 showed 
impurity, and 650 reichmarks were collected in @ 
single month as fines, at the rate of 1 mark foreack 
1 per cent. of water added. But as a means of cop: 
ing with not only this difficulty, but with uneven: 
ness of quality, injury from carrying, dirt, and dis- 
ease in the animals, the Frankfurter Milchkind 
Anstalt was established four years ago. largely by 
the medical profession. It is managed by a com. 
mission of three physicians, one veterinary sur: 
geon, and one chemist. The cows kept are of twa 
breeds only, carefully selected: they are kept con: 
stantly in stalls, fed with care and perfect unifor- 
mity on dry food, with every attention given ta 
ventilation and cleanliness. To insure uniformity 
of quality and dilute the power for harm of a singla 
animal which might possibly become unhealthy, 
the milk of every ten different animals is poured 
in together. The milk for delivery is put into quart 
bottles, stopped with wax, and sealed with the An- 
stalt seal. So strict is the cleanliness required that 
the empty bottles are washed twice a week in a 
weak solution of soda and the corks (which are 
only used a short time) are boiledin a soda solu- 
tion after each use. Spring wagons, with apertures 
for ventilation, are used for delivery; in hot 
weather they are covered with eocoa mats, and na 
wagon must take out more than can be delivered 
in three and one-half hours. The chemist tests on¢ 
bottle daily. The Anstalt milk retails for 50 pfen 
nigs (about 12 cents) per quart, and it is claimed ta 
have actually diminished the number of nurseg 
employed in Frankfort ana to have produced sur- 
prisingly good results otherwise. These are so 
noticeable that a benevolent movement has been 
started to provide the Anstalt milk at half-price 
for all infants supported by artificial nourishment 
during the first year of their existence. The Frank- 
fort plan isthus simply a milk-producing concern 
on a large and intelligent scale, anditis obviously 
useless to discover and condemn poor milk without 
providing better. Mortality among human suck- 
lings, greatest where poverty and ignorance are 
greatest, might doubtless be mitigated by a plan of 
this sort, and it would be of commercial yalue ag

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AN OLD NEW-YORK FAMILY 
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DEATH OF JOHN R. MURRAY AT 
MOUNT MORRIS YHSTERDAY. 
THE SON OF AN EARLY AND WEALTHY 
RESIDENT OF THIS CITY—A NAME THAT 
RECALLS THE EARLY HISTORY OF MUR- 
RAY HILL—HOW AN OLD FARM BE- 

CAME A FASHIONABLE LOCALITY. 


The telegraph announced last evening the 
@eath, at his home in Mount Morris, of John R. 
Murray, the owner of a large tract of real estate 
in this City and of a magnificent domain in the 
Genesee Valley. Mr. Murray was 70 years of 
age. To many old New-Yorkers the news of his 
death will recall the time when the Murray farm 
was still intact, or nearly so, and what 
is now the most fashionable quarter of the City 
was an out-of-town estate. The hill, now Murray 
Hill, was crowned by an ancient farm-houee, built 
in the style ef the last century—not very 
pretentious when compared with the resi- 
dences of some of the Knickerbocker gen- 
try. Here lived in eomfortable affluence 
John R. Murray, Sr., and Harriet. his wife, 
dispensing hospitality, aecording to the old sub- 
stantial fashion, to their friends and neighbors. It 
would require an extended investigation to dis- 
cover the exact boundaries of ,the old Murray do- 
main as it fellto John R. Murray, the elder, who 
appears to have been something of a figure in that 
day, politically as well as socially. In 1814 John 
R. Murray conveyed considerable property to 
Robert Fulton, and there were also conveyances 
running through a period of more than twenty 
years to James Wadsworth, James Westervelt, 
James Boorum, Abraham Housman, Robert 
Schuyler, John M. Ogden, William Moore, Run- 
yon W. Martin, Edmund Morewood, William 
C. Russel, Francis R. Tillou, William H. 
Harrison, and Lindley Murray Hoffman. 
There was an early intermarriage between the 
Murrays and the Hoffmans, the memorial of 


which, in the Hoffman family, is preserved by the 
frequent occurrence of Murray as a baptismal 
name. Another social magnate of that day who 
was intimately associated with John R. Murrayin 
business transactions was William Ogden, who is 
reported to have been a large operator in real 
estate, and whose name has also been handed 
down as a baptismal nameinthe Murray Hill group 
of families. 

The elder John R. Murray died more than 40 
years ago, and after his death the old landmark 
was broken up and gradually disappeared. Even 
the dingy map of the farm, which was prepared by 
Spielman & Brush, civil engineers and surveyors, in 
1837, soon after the elder Murray’s death, has van- 
ished from the records in the Register’s office. It was 
catalogued map No. 406. It is replaced by a fresh 
and modern-looking copy, which shows the bound- 
aries of the farm at that date, but nothing what- 
ever of its topography. Along the east ran the 
new obliterated and forgotten Eastern post road, 
which was one of the fashionable drives ef Man- 
hattan Island 50 years ago. It crossed Thirty-third- 
street nearly at right angles. a few yards west 
of Lexington-avenue, and ran diagonally north- 
ward h a graceful curve, intersecting Thirty- 
eighth-street a few vards to the east. Another 
and still more popular old-time drive bounded the 
green fields of the Murray farm on the west. This 
was the middle post road, which crossed Thirty- 
third-street a little to the east of Madison-avenue, 
aud Thirty-eighth-street between Madison and 
Fifth. Thirty-tbird-street was the southern 
boundary of the farm, while the north lay 
parallel with Thirty-eighth-street, 2 few yards 
porth of that thoroughfare. At the foot of the hill 
on which stood the mansion, creeping in an easter- 
ly direction and finally pouring its sluggish waters 
imto the East River, ran a winding stream, cross- 
ing the old middie post road not far from 
where the marble residence of Mrs. A. T. 
Stewart now stands, bearing a littie to the 
south and intersecting the eastern post road 
at Thirty-second-street. The margins of the stream 
were occupied by an irregular strip of swampy 
ground, upon whieh it was impossible to build 
without driving piles deep into the earth, and 
there were reputed to be dangerous beds of quick- 
sand at different points in the meadow. The 
stream vanisked years ago, but thestrip of swampy 
land can still be identified by those who study the 
statistics of disease, as an unhealthy belt extends 
from Fifth-avenus to the East River. 

The old Murry estate appears to have been a dif- 
ficult one to settle, and it was five years after the 
death of John R. Murray before the long series of 
conveyances began in which the names of John R. 
Murray, Jr.; Anna V. Murray, his wife. and Mary 
Murray figure most conspicuously. In 1842 the 
petition of the heirs for the division of the estate 
was granted, and the legal integrity of the 
old Murray tarm ended. Many of the names of 
the buyers will be identified as those of social and 
commercial magnates who have become conspicu- 
ous in business and are intimately associated with 
the development of trade and the northward prog 
vess of the City. Among them are B. W. Merriam, 
Anson Livingston, Philip Burrowes, John B. Cor- 
lies, William E. Dodge, Amos R. Eno, Conrad 
Swackhamer, George D. Philps, Edward Haight, 
George T.Olyphant, John M. Ogden, and John Paine, 
The real estate records of the City 30 years ago 
form for pages a sort of directory of the Murrays. 
Among the representatives of the stock whose 
names occur most frequently are John B. Murray, 
Joseph Murray, and Margaret. his wife, Lindley 
Murray, Mary Murray, and Joseph Murray, and 
Elien, his wife. The development or Murray Hill 
@s an exclusive and fashionable neighborhood, 
desirable for residence on account of its aristo- 
eratic seclusion, had been commenced by the elder 
John R, Murray in the conveyance to Robert 


Fulton and others of tracts cut from the old farm ; 
put it was not until afier his death that the district 
began to gain appreciably in population. In 1855 
the families named as having aequired sections of 
the property were already residents on Murray Hill, 
but the great fashionable quarters of the City 
were still the lower portion of Second-avenue, 
which was particularly affected by families belong- 
jog to the old régime, and the lower portion of 
Fitth-avenue, from Washington-square to Twenty- 
third-street, which is now fast giving way to the 
never-ceasing demand of business for more room. 
Union-square was still a fashionable centre, and 
the northern portion of Murray Hill was regarded 
as delightfully ruralinits situation. There was a 
glass factory in this quarter only a tew years ago, 
with a little hamlet of operatives clustered about 
it, that old residents well remember as one of the 
wonders of their boyhood. 

But although the name of John R. Murray van- 
ished from the Directory and the estate ceased to 
exist nearly 40 years ago, the heirs retained a con- 
siderable tract of property, upon which massive 
brown-stone-fronts replaced the shaven lawns and 
cultivated fields that bordered the old post roads. 
The deceased owned a large property in Genesee 
Valley in addition to the remnant of the estate 
in this City; but so rapidly obliterated are 
names end landmarks ia the rush and hurry of 
New-York life that few recalled the Murray farm 
in reading the paragraph that appeared in the after- 
noon papers, and there were fewer still who rec- 
collected anything ot the life of John R. Murray, jr., 
of could sav wkether the John R. Murray, of Mount 
Morris, was or was not the same whose name ap- 
pears in the list of conveyances mentioxed. 


ANOTHER OLD NEW-YORKER. 
DEATH OF COL. ROBERT B, COLEMAN, 


FORMERLY A WELL-KNOWN STEAM-BOAT 


AND HOTEL MAN. 
Col. Robert B. Coleman, for many yearsa 
resident of this City, died yesterday morning at 
the Carroilton Hotel, Baltimore, Md., aged 77 years. 


Col. Coleman first became known in this City near- 


ly half a century agoas the Captain of the Ben 
Franklin, asteamer which, with its ill-fated com- 
panion, The President, used to ply between this 
City and Providence, R. I. In those days, and, in 
fact, for many years afterward, Col. Coleman was 
generally known among steam-boat men and ship- 
masters as Capt. ‘* Bob,” and was one of the most 
enial and sociable of men, and early formed a 
arge circle of intimate companions and friends. 
Among these none was better known than 
the late Capt. “‘ Joe’? Comstock, who_ superin- 
tended the construction of the steamer Bay State 
aboat 35 years ago. This vessel was really the pio- 
neer of the present Fall River line of boats, and 
like the Ben Franklin was considered, in its day, to 
be the finest craft afloat, Capt. William Borden, 
of the firm of Borden & Lovell, Nos. 70 and 71 West- 
street, was an intimate personal friend of both, 
aad says he well remembers when a boy of 10 years, 
and a resident of Providence, seeing Capt. Coleman 
come up to the dock, standing on the whee!l-house 
of the Ben Franklin and shouting at his men 
through the huge speaking-trumpet, then an indis- 
pensabie part of a steam-boat Captain’s outfit. 
After leaving steam-boating, Capt. Coleman went 
inte partnership with Charles A. Stetson, and for 
several years they conducted the Astor House, then 
& favorite resort for steam-boat men and ship- 
owners. He prospered financially for atime, but 
met with reverses which resulted in the loss of 
nearly all his property. After leaving the Astor 
House he was for a time proprietor in part of the 
St. Nicholas Hotel,! leaving there to go to Balti- 
more, Md., where for several years, duriug the war 
of the rebellion, ne was proprietor of the Eutaw 
House, and during those years he amassed 
@ considerable property, to which he add- 
ed a very material sum by becoming 
proprietor of, and successtully conducting, the 
Coleman House, on Broadway, between Twenty- 
seventh and Twernty-eighth streets. This hotel 
was built by Mr. Gilsey, and named after Col. Cole- 
man, Wii0 was its manager from 1867 to 1873. In 
this house, in 1869, Mr. Coleman’s wife died. While 
proprietor of the Coleman House Col. Coleman 
superintended the construction of tke culinary 
and steward’s departments of the Gilsey House, 
and he would have opened that elegant hostelry to 
the public but forthe fact that he and Mr. Gilsey 
bad a disagreement which finally terminat- 
ed in an open quarrel, Col. Coleman 
then left the City, and, returning to Bal- 
timore, built and opened the Carrollton Rotel, a 
fine structure, but one that did not in the first 
years of its existence prove a financial success. 
ing so far advanced in life, he finally turned its 
management over to his son, Capt. Coleman, who 
served with distinction in the civil war. The Cap- 
tain is stilithe active manager of the house. Of 
late years Col. Coleman has lived with his 
daughter on afarm just outside the limits of the 
city of Baltimore. The Colonel has besides these 
two children 2 daughter residifig in this City, the 
wife of John H. Kemp, of the firm of Kemp, Day &

Co., No. 116 Wall-street and No. 100 Murray-street. 
Col. Coleman was a genial, whole-souled man, well 
loyed by all who knew him, and exceedingiy popu- 
lar with people who had stopped at the various 
hotels of which he had been proprietor. He was a 
man of imposing presence, standing over six feet 
in height and splendidly proportioned. He was 
very widely known, a ws the last of the ald- 
time steam-boas captains of 40 years ago. Mr. 
Jones, the present steward of the Astor House, is 
the only man now connected with the hotel who 
served there under Col. Coleman, and, so far as he 
knows, is the only one living who served with him 
excepting his partner, Charles A. Stetson, who is 
now in Swampscott, Mass.

MR. AND MRS. NEHEMIAH PERRY. 

The Hon. Nehemiah Perry and his wife both 
died at their residence, in Newark, N. J., yester- 
day, the latter at 7 o’clock in the morning and the 
former at noon. They had each been sick less than 
aweek. Mr. Perry caught a severe cold while at 
Long Branch, and on his return home his wife 
went to his office to meet him, and while there she 
also took cold. Pneumonia resulted in each case, 


and both of the sufferers were immediately 
afterward eontined to their beds. They occu- 
pied adjoining rooms, but neither was informed 
of the condition of the other. They seemed 
to sink together, however, and on Monday both be- 
eame unconscious at nearly the same hour, and 
neither one railied. Mr. Perry was born in Ridge- 
field, Conn., Mareh 30, 1816. He received a good 
edueation at the West Lane Seminary. Fora num- 
ber of years he was engaged in the cloth and cloth- 
ing business, but recently he acted as general 
agent for New-Jersey of the Equitable Life Insu- 
rance Company. He was elected Mayor of Newark 
in 1878, and for several years was the presiding 
member of the Common Couneil of that city. He 
served two or three terms in the New-Jersey Lecis- 
lature, and was elected a member of the Thirty- 
seventh Congress from that State, and was re- 
elected to the Thirty-eighth Congress. Inthe latter 
he served with marked ability as a member of the 
Committee on Commerce. He was 65 years of 
age, and his wife was a few years his junior. 

Mr. Perry had been a resident of Newark for 
over 40 years, and at one time possessed considera- 
ble property. When in the clothing business he 
built up one of the largest retail trades in that 
city, and established a wholesale house in Cincin- 
rati. He retired from business with a handsome 
competency, but some years ago the depreciation 
of real estate, in which much of his money was in- 
vested, crippled him financially. For a time he en- 
gaged in his former business with his son, William 
A. Perry. Soon afterward he went throuch 
bankruptey, and subsequently accepted the agency 
of the Equitable Life Insurance Company. During 
his long business career in Newark Mr. Perry was 
prominently connected with many of the financial 
institutions of that citv. At one time he was a Di- 
rector of the Newark City Bank, of the Mutual 
Benefit Life Insurance Company, and ef the Amer- 
ican Insurance Company. He was for several 
years a member of the Central Presbyterian 
Church, and afterward of the South Park Church, 
in Newark. Mrs. Perry was an estimable Christian 
woman and was very active in chnureh;work. She 
was one of the managers of the Foster Home ana 
of the Home for the Friendleas.

ALLSTON WILSON, 
Mr. Allston Wilson, of the firm of Wilson & 


Asmus, shipping merehants, No. 52 Front-street, 
died yesterday. He was 57 years old, having been 
born in Charleston, S. C., July 14, 1824. He ranked 
high in the business circles of this City, and was 
prominently identified with the shipping interests 
of this port. He held a membership in both the 
Produce Exchange and Maritime Exchange, and 
served as Secretary of the Pilotage Committee of 
the latter.

ROSSI AS ROMEO. 

It is a somewhat dangerous practice to judge 
an actor by his first performance. Great actorsare 
apt to have several manners. The first manner 
may be too lightly accepted as a total expression of 
the actor’s personality. It is possible that some 
persons have already measured Signor Rossi by his 
Othello—certainly a great performance, but wholly 
an artistic achievement. Othello is not Rossi, 
although Rossi is to an _ extraordinary de- 
gree Othello. At Booth’s Theatre, last 
night, Signor Rossi was seen in a character 
as distinct from his previous impersonation as the 
Jacqueminot is distinct from the white rose, as 
passion is distinet from sentiment—Romeo. It may 
be stated without qualification that no eminent 
actor upon the stage in eur day can touch so deeply 
the truth and the neetry of this character as Signor 
Rossi does; his performance, as it was witnessed 
by adelighted audience, was a perfect and most 
beautiful work. 

There is almost a principle of nature in the 
broad fact that an actor who is 4 sentimentalist 
shall lack the profound and resonant note of pas- 
sion; and the reverse is likewise true. Victor 


Capoul might have been a fascinating Romeo in 


his younger days; he would have been a ridiculous 
Othello. Salvini is pre-eminent as Othello; but one 
cannot imagine him seriously in the light, 
buoyant, and effeminate personality of Romeo. 
Itis inthe range of his power, not less than 
in the power itself, that the fine and flexible genius 
of Rossi is shown. A brief opinion of his Othello 


has already been given here. It is possible to differ 


with his conception of the part, to describe his 
savage and masculine vitality as un-Shakespearean 
and unpoetic. Inan age more elegant and artificial 
than ours Shakespeare was called a barbarian; 
an actor who now dares to give expression to 
the whole:passion of Shakespeare—a passion which 


has always'seemed to us as frank and naked and 


brutal as life in its elemental freedom always is— 
may be described in the same term. But, for our 
own part, we prefer Shakespeare to Voltaire, 
reality to the:sleek thing which some name poetry, 
strong and animal passion to the pale idealism 
which is but the transparent veil of weakness. 
The fire in Rossi’s Othello is not a simulation; 


it is not a refined subterfuge; it is the power 


which dwells in the heart and the flesh of 
every virile man. It is life—and there 
is no poetry so high as that which tells us much of 
life. This is why Shakespeare is a great poet, and 
Rossi in Othello is not more barbarous than Shake- 
speare. Such a statement may sound un-Shake- 


spearean to the conventional ear; butit is not, at 
least, one of those cast-iron opinions which have 
always stood in the path of really masculine and 
original genius. 

Signor Rossi’s range of power extends, it has 


now been demonstrated, from Otkello to Romeo. 
He-is remarkable, life-like, and naturally fitted in 


either part. His Othello has the force, intensity, 
and madness of unbridled passion; his Romeo'is 


the most exquisite embodiment of voluptuous 


love-sickness that one can fancy. Those 
who watched this second performance 
must have been astonished at the marked 
change in the actor’s appeararuce, manner, bear- 
ing, method, in the whole tone and impulse of his 
new achievement. His Romeo was the personifi- 
cation of effeminate beauty and grace, of languid 
and languishing sentimentalism; the performance 
Was womanly in its delicacy and sweetness, 
and it lacked no toueh of that fitful 
emotion which is the very poetry of youth. 
In this character of Romeo Signor Rossi’s grace of 
manner and spontaneous ease were charmingly ap- 
parent, and his voice—which has great compass 
and flexibility—had the melody of love-music. 
Nothing could be more delicate than his expression 
of mute and impassioned longing in the first scene 
with Juliet, nothing more boyishly ardent than his 
acting in the balcony scene; while in his 
scene with Tybalt and in the two suc- 
ceeding scenes both the extreme strength 
and the weakness of the character were 
perfectly exhibited. The entire performance was 
arare combination of truth and romance, and it 
was a fascinating example of one sort of love- 
making. The eminent persons of our stage who 
nurse the delusion that they shine as Romeo should 
examine themselves through Signor Rossi’s per- 
formance. Here at least isa Romeo that the sen- 
suous and southern spirit of Juliet might have 
recognized. 

Signor Rossi had a Juliet in Miss Louise Mulde- 
ner who was not at all Juliet. Miss Muldener is an 
intelligent and pleasing actress, but she can hardly 
expect to succeed where all recent actresses save 
NeiJson have failed. ‘Othello’ will be repeated 
to-night, and “* Romeo and Juliet” will be repeated 
on Friday night. ‘* Hamlet” is announced for to- 


morrow.

The ‘Great Mogul; or, the Snake-Charmer” 
has already been somewhat modified at the Bijou 
Opera-house, and will doubtless be popular as it 


becomes more familiar. The attendance is large, 
and the lovers of such operettas will find much to 
enjoy in its representation. Mme. Dolaro and 
Miss Lillian Russell are very charming in the two 
principal réles, and sing and act. with much grace 
and expression. 


The piano recital by Miss Adele Margulies, 
who has come to New-York with the highest tes-

THE METROPOLITAN ART MUSEUM. 


YESTERDAY’S PRIVATE EXHIBITION AND THE 
PERSONS WEO ATTENDED. La 

Yesterday was set apart by the Trustees of 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art for a“ private 
view” of the recent acquisitions of the institution 
by invited guests. A number of collections of very 
great value have been given to the Museum anda 
great number of interesting objects have been 
loaned for the purposes of temporary exhibition 
besides the paintings. The Charvet collection of 
glass, given by Mr. H. G. Marquand, and the King 
collection of antique gems, thej gift of Mr. John 
Taylor Johnston, were objects particularly ad- 
mired. _ The King collection has had a considerable 
reputation abroad among virtuost and is a valuable 
acqusition with a history. It represents the 
life-search of the Rev. C. King, of 
Trinity College, Cambridge, whose  reputa- 
tion as a numismatist and eonnoisseur lends 
importance to whatever he does in these branches. 
The collection was purchased of Mr. King by 
Gaston L. Feuardent, who in his turn sold it to 
Mr. John ge oe Johnsten the present donor. The 
collection abounds in interesting (features, and 
would repay very long study. It is well displayed 
in the;centre of the central hall on the first floor. 
The collection is familiar to many who have seen it 
in Feuardent’s show-rooms, where it was displayed 
for afew days. Two hunéred casts of ivory carv- 
ings, given by Mr. Alphonse Duprat, were displayed 
in five large cases on standards at the left of the 
collection of gems. A eollection of fine old 
Venetian glass made in the sixteenth and seven- 
teenth centuries was shown, and is the gift 
to the museum of Mr. James Jackson Jarves. The 
“Flight from Pompeii,’ a magnificent piece of 
sculpture, the gift of Mrs. B. B. Andrews, and 
“ Bve finding the body of Abel,”’ the gift of Mr. W. 
G. Morehead, of Philadelphia, occupy marked posi- 
tions in the front of the hal!. A bust of H. J. Ray- 
mond by the late J. A. Jackson, of Florence, one 
of Roswell Smith, by J. 8. Hartley, and a bronze 
bust of William Cullen Bryant are also recent ac- 
quisitions. In the west gallery, Bastien le Page’s 
picture of “Jeanne d’Arc”’ has been removed from 
the side wail, where it hung at the last exhibition 
of the paintings. to one of the ends of the gallery, 
where it is displayed to much better ad- 
vantage. It attracts, if anything, more at- 
tention ‘now than when it was first exhibited, 
owing to thy improved light. This and the picture 
by Cabanel. which represents a young girl awaken- 
ing, whieh hangs on the south wall, are among the 
most striking pictures exhibited. ** Le Soir,’’ by Jules 
Breton, also remains over from the last exhibition 
and is very much admired. Among the new pic- 
tures are seven loaned by Mr. Leiter, of Chicago, 
of the firm of Field, Leiter & Co., who is said to 
be an extensive collector of paintings. The 
paintings loaned by him are among the rarest 
in the gallery. He is the owner of the pieee 
**Evening,’’ the **‘ Knitting Lesson,”’ by Jean Fran- 
cois Millet; the ‘*Awakening,’’ by Cabanel, 
and others that have attracted notice. <A 
picture which was the halting-place of all 
visitors is called ‘“Sonnavader and Knuts entering 
Stockholm,” by Helmquist, and seemed rather to 
bewilder the gazers, who appeared puzzled by the 
inscription; one lady said it probably represented 
the * Paris Commune,” notwithstanding the name 
which signified thatit had to do with Swedish 
lore rather than Galiic. An unlabeled little pieee 
by J. W. Dewina hung on the south wall of 
the west gallery, and was admired for its 
brightness of conception, and perhaps because it 


suggested the esthetic young ladies of ‘‘ Patience,” 
the figures being three girls with sunset lights, 
seated and playing upon odd-looking musieal in- 
struments. The full-length picture of Mr. John 
Taylor Johnston, by Bonnat, was commented upon 
by all, generally favorably. ‘**L’Arabe,’’? by the 
same painter, is a very strong piecs of work. The 
collection of W. T. Richards’s water-colors, pre- 
sented by the Rev. E. L. Magee, of Philadelphia, 
occupies the eentre of the west gallery, and the 
collection of original drawings given by Cornelius 
Vanderbilt the same place in the east gal- 
lery. It is safe to say that this is a very 
rare collection of paintings, and one that must 
afford delight to all persens of artistic tastes.

MR. VANDERBILT'S PLANS 


—— —_—— 
FAST TRAINS FROM NEW-YORK TO 
CHICAGO. 

THE NEW-YORK CENTRAL RIVAL TO THE 
PENNSYLVANIA ‘‘ CHICAGO LIMITED’’— 
VANDERBiLT’8 NEW ROAD TO BOSTON— 
HOW FAR THE WORK I8 ADVANCED. 

Arrangements were completed yesterday for 
the fast train of the New-York Central Railroad 
which is to compete with the Chicago limited” 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad. General Superin- 
tendent Toucey spent most of the day figuring out 
the schedule for the train. It will leave New-York 
at 8 o'clock A. M., and arrive in Chicago at 9:05 the 
following morning. The first trip will be made on 

Monday next. The train, which will be com- 

posed of drawing-room and sleeping cars, 


take the place of a _ slower train. 
will stop only at the principal cities, 
will be limited to the number of pas- 
sengers that it will carry. Although the distance 
is some 60 miles more, the running tims will be 
over an hour less than that of the Pennsyivania’s 
train. After leaving the New-York Central the 
train will pass over the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern, which is a shorter route than by tae 
Michigan Central. 

The Pennsylvania's train, a dispatch to the office 
in this City said, arrived in Chicago yesterday 
promptly on time, and the one from the West ran in- 
to the station in Jersey City not six minutes behind- 
hand, The trainjout yesterday was well patronized, 
and it was stated by the Eastern Passenger Agent 
that the venture was an assured success. The 
Pennsylvania people were inclined to think that 
the Central’s train could not accomplish the dis- 
tanee inthe time named. They said that the Cen- 
tral was proverbial for being behind time, and it 
might promise to be in Chicago on time and fail. 
Speaking of the time when the Central's train 
would begin its trips, an officer of the Erie Railway 
said: ‘ Then the fun will begin.” 

The telegraph yesterday morning brought the 
first intimation of the advance in the east-bound 
freight rates of the Pennsylvania, which now are 
similar to those of the Central to New-York. The 
latter is still 5 cents under to Baltimore. 

When the question was asked at the Grand Cen- 
tral Depot yesterday afternoon whether Mr. W. 
H, Vanderbilt really contemplated building a road 
parallel to the New-York, New-Haven and Hart- 
ford or intended his surveys as a menace to the 
latter road, the reply was made that he certainly 
would build the road. Mr. Vanderbilt, it was said. 
saw that another road through the same region 
as the New-York, New-Haven and  Hart- 
ford passed through would be a paying in- 
vestment, and as he needed a direct line 
to Springfield, he had concluded to construct 
one as soon as he possibly could. The plan, the re- 
porter learned, was for Mr. Vanderbilt to build the 
road from Bronxvilie to New-Haven, and for the 
Boston and Albany to continue it from that city to 
Springfield. Chief Engineer Curtis, who is direct- 
ing the surveys, said that the lines had been run 
and the final Jocation determined as far as Bridge- 
port. He stated that the worst part of the road lay 
between Bronxville and Bridgeport. Between 
those two points there area great many hills and 
ridges that run toward Long Island Sound, but be- 
yond Bridgeport there are no serious obstacles. The 
road will follow the New-York. New-Haven and 
Hartford very closely, and at no place will the 
roads be overa mile apart. The )ine lies above the 
New-York, New-Haven and Hartford, and will be 
some two miles shorter than that road. Trains 
will run over the tracks of the Harlem Road from 
Bronxville to the Grand Central Depotin this City. 
The grades are easy. None will exceed 40 feet to 
the mile, and the curves will not exceed three de- 
grees. The cost of building the road will be 
about $50,000 a mile, and it is expected that 
it will be completed in two years. The sur- 
veys will be finished by Dec. 1, and the maps and 
profiles will be filed by Jan. 1. Work will be begun 
early inthe Spring. Mr. Vanderbilt considers the 
Parallel Road a defunet project, and ne does not 
care even to purchase the rights it has acquired. 
It has been surveyed only from New-Haven to the 
New-York State line and has no means of getting 
into New-York City. ‘The original company formed 
to build the Parallel estimated that it would cost 
$2,000,000, which those who bought stock found 
out was only a drop in the bucket. The company 
never expended the $10,000 a mile that a railroad 
is required to expend the first year by the laws of 
Connecticut.

VANDERBILT AND JEWETT. 
PROSPECT OF A LONG CONTEST OVER THE 
OHIO RAILWAY MATTER. 
CottmBcs, Ohio, Nov. 1.—The Supreme 
Court this morning granted the motion of the 
counsel for the Vanderbilt party for a writ of error 
to the Common Pleas Court of Franklin County. 
The stay bond was placed at $50,000. This bond 
must be given by the Vanderbilt interest. It pro- 
vides that if the issue is not in favor of that inter- 
est the road and property must be delivered, as 
found, in proper shape. It is understood 
that this action of the Supreme Court 
stops proceedings in the Franklin Court 
of Common Pleas until the Supreme Court 
can pass upon the question presented by 
Attorney-General Nash as to whether the Ohio 


Railway. so called, formed out of the Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis Railroad 


and the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton Rail- 
way, isa valid company under the laws of Ohio. 
On account of the voluminous character of the 
documents to be presented, the attorneys were di- 
rected to have the same printed. No definite time 
was fixed for further proceedings in the way of 
Gecision by the court. The attorneys for the Van- 
derbilt interest will be ready to file their answer to 
the quo warranto on Thursday or Friday next. 
The counsel for Mr. Jewett intimated that the case 


could not make much, if any, progress before the 
holidays. Attorney-General Nash stated that it 
would be impossible for him at present to fix a 
time for the hearing in quo warranto.

GENERAL RAILWAY NOTES. 

CxHiIcaao, Nov. 1.—The Chicago limited ex- 
press over the Pennsylvania Railroad, which left 
New-York yesterday (Monday) morning at 8 
o'clock, arrived here at 9:40 this morning, on time, 

GREENWICH, Conn., Nov. 1.—The New-York 
and New-England Railroad Company may not be 
going to lease the New-York, New-Haven and 
Hartford Road, but it is very evident that some 
negotiations are at present going on between the 


two companies. Yesterday the President and Di- 
rectors of the latter road all went to Danbury, 


which is now one of the important stations on the 
New-York and New-England Road, being made so 
by the new extension of the road which has recent- 
ly been completed between Waterbury and the 
Hudson River. It is announced that trains will 
begin running over this new extension between 
Boston and the Hudson River on Nov. 6. 

A recent annualreport of the Danbury and Nor- 
walk Railroad shows it to bein avery prosperous 
condition.

SIR GUY CARLETON. 


ASKETCH OF THE LAST BRITISH COMMANDER 
IN NEW-YORK. 

*« The last British commander at New-York, 
Sir Guy Carleton,’ was the subject of a paper which 
was read last evening at the meeting of the New- 
York Historical Society by Mr. George W. W. 
Houghton. Sir Guy was the son of an Irish officer 
and was born at Strabane, County Tyrone, Ireland, 
in 1722. Atthe age of 20 he entered tke army, and 
in 1748 was made Lieutenant-Colonel of the Seventy- 
second Regiment. His early education may have 


been somewhat neglected, as his handwriting 
was inelegant. and often illegible, and he 
employed an amenuensis to a great extent. He 
served at Flanders, and was wounded at Bergen. 
Seven years he was the Quartermaster-General of 
Gen. Wolfe’s command. He ;was made Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of Quebec in 1766, and in 1768 Gover- 
nor-General. In recognition of his services he 
was knighted in 1781 and made commander 
of the British forces in America. In_ 1782 
he was transferred to New-York, and at 
the close of the war was made Governor- 
General. When he died in 1808 at the age of 86. he 
was Governor of Fort Chalmeat in Ireland. His 
residence in New-York extended over a period of 
20 months. In 1798 his papers came into the pos- 
session of Maurice Symonds, and he gave them to 
John Symonds, who in turn presented them to the 
Royal Library in London. Mr. Houghton occupied 
considerable time in discussing the contents 
of the papers, which include manuscripts, letters, 
orders, and newspaper clippings. The efforts to in- 
duce Washington’s soldiers to desert were told of, 
and the conference of Carleton, Washington, 
and Clinton ras. described. The receipt 
of the royal order of peace, the dis- 
bandment, and the embarkation of the 
troops were detailed at considerable length. 
Sir Guy in his papers said these were the sorest 
times tor Washington ** on account of the person- 
al feelings and jealousies existing among the peo- 
le. The wolf of anarchy walked in the path of the 
ion of revolution, and was far more furious than 
the latter. No love was lost between the patriots 
and the loyalists,’ Sir Guy said, and an extract 
from a paper stated that the Tories were declared 
enemies‘of the State of New-York, and were given 
seven days to depart. Ata meeting of the patriots 
it was resolved ‘‘to defend the State with their 
lives.”” Liberty had been “won at the cost 
of blood, and _ patriotism must rule or 
American independence was _ surrendered.” 
After the evacuation a sign was put up in the place 
of one reading, ‘* St. George-street,” which said, 
“The Road to Albany.” The present Park-row 
Was pointed out as ‘*‘the road to Boston.” The 
belie of New-York resided at the corner of William- 
street—then Smith—and Wall. and the neighbor- 
hood was very aristocratic. Fort George extended 
from Whitehall-street to the North River. Sir 
Guy’s head-quarters were what is now Washing- 
ton Hotel, at No. 1 Broadway. 
President Arthur and the Hon. Andrew D. 
White, of Cornell University, were made honorary 
members of the Historical Society.

A WEALTHY WIDOW’S ATTEMPTS TO ESCAPE

IMPORTANT LEGAL OPINION. 


APOLLINARIS DECLARED TO BE AN ARTI- 
FICIAL AND DUTIABLE MINERAL WATER 


—THE POSITION OF THE MANUFAC- 


TURERS SUSTAINED BY ATTORNEY-GEN- 


ERAL MACVEAGH. 
From the Tribune. 
The following is the text of the opinion of 
Attorney-General MacVeagh upon the question 
whether Apollinaris Mineral Water is dutiable: 


DEPARTMENT OF Justice, | 
Wasurneton, D. C., July 26, 1881. § 
Hon. William Windom, Secretary of the 1reasury: 

Str: I return herewith the papers submitted to 
me with the letter of Acting Secretary French, re- 

uesting my opinion whether Apollinaris Mineral 

ater is entitled to admission free of duty. 

In reply thereto I have the honor to state that I 
have carefully investigated the subject, and have 
been greatly aided in such investigation by oral 
arguments and very full printed briefs, submitted 
on the one side by Mr. Webster, and on the other 
side by Mr. Ashton and Mr. Saville. The question 
at issue, in my judgment, is wholly a question of 
fact. and the eVidence upon it is so conflicting and 


eontradictory that it appears to me to be indis- 
pensable that is should be submitted to a court and 


jury. 
: I entertain no doubt whatever that mineral 
waters “not artificial,’ in the meaning of the Act 


of Congress, are natural mineral waters, bottled 


substantially, as is stated in the affidavit of Mr. 
Sheehan, included in the papers submitted to me, 
to be the method employed at Congress Spring, 
Saratoga, New-York. He says that “the water 
from the natural mineral fountain known as Con- 
gress Spring is taken directly from the spring as it 
fiows from its veins in the earth, and immediately 
bottled, without adding any substance thereto, and 
without any change, alteration, or modification 


whatever.” 

The Apollinaris water, on the contrary, {s not 
bottled as it flows from the spring, but it is in the 
first place heavily surcharged with carbonic acid 
gas, and ten parts of salt are added to ten thousand 
Darts of water. Itis alleged on behalf of the im- 
porters that not only is the carbonic acid_gas sueh 
as escapes from the spring itself or from fissures in 
the rock immediately around the spring, but that 
this water when being bottled is charged with no 
greater pam of such gas than it possesses at a 
depth of fifty feetj;below the surface, and that the 
process is merely to restore to it the gas which had 
thereafter escaped. This contention is, however, 
vehemently denied, and it is insisted that not only 
is there no evidence that the quantity of gas is the 
same, but that the evidence clearly establishes that 
the water as bottled contains a very censiderabie 
excess over the water in the spring. 

As to the salt, the importers allege that 1t is sim- 
ply added to preserve the water in its natural 
state and to prevent contact with the cork from 
altering it. This, however, is also as earnestly de- 
nied, and it is insisted that the salt is added, like 
the alleged excess of carbonic acid gas, for the sole 
purpose of aitering the natural character of tke 
water as it flows from the spring, and of enhancing 
its value as a sparkling and palatable beverage. 

In view of this conflict of testimony, and of the 
fact that Special Agent Adams, of your depart- 
ment, Mr. Sherer, the chemist selected by him, as 
well as Appraiser Howard and Collector Merritt, 
of the Port of New-York, have, after thorough 
corsideration, concurred in finding that the water 
in question is subjected to such aiteration after it 
leaves the spring as to render it an artificial mineral 
water, I amof the opinion that it ought to be so 
regarded, and held to be liable to duty. . 

I cannot say that the question is free from doubt, 
but I have less hesitation in reaching the conclu- 
sion I have stated, because it will be subject to re- 
view. if the importers desire it, and the question 
will then reach the only tribunal which, in my 
judgment, is entirely competent to decide it. I 
am, Sir, very respectfully, :

LATEST FACTS IN CONNECTION 
WITH THE DEFALCATION. , 


CASHIER BALDWIN’S COMMISSION FOR AC- 
COMMODATING NUGENT—THE COUNSEL 
FOR THE LATTER SAYS NUGENT DOES 
NOT OWE THE BANK MORE THAN $200,- 
000O—EXPERTS AT WORK OK THE BOOKS. 

The two-million defalcation of Oscar L. 

Baldwin, Cashier of the Mechanics’ National 

Bank of Newark was the absorbing topic of 

conversation im that city yesterday, but the 

failures which were confidently predicted on 

Monday did not take place. This was due, no 

doubt, to the fact that the depositors in the 

bank wero, asa class, very wealthy men or 
torporations, and were enabled to meet the 
temporary embarrassment caused by the sus- 
pension. The depositors who had open ac- 
counts on the books of the bank on Saturday, 
the last day when the institution was open, 
mumbered between 1,100 and 1,200, and of 
these many had deposits amounting to 
many thousands of dollars. Joseph Hensler, 
the brewer, one of the Directors, 
had $85,000 in the bank, and it 
is said that many other large firms 
‘im Newark had balances due them of 
darger sums.! These large depositors greatly 
reduce the average of the small depositors, and 
as they were able to stand the strain tempo- 
rarily no serious business crash has followed, 
and it is believed now that the danger of any 
extensive failuresispast. Broad-street, in front 
of the broken bank, was thronged with peo- 
ple vesterday, who stood and stared in at the 
windows of the brown-stone building as though 
they expected that their money would fly out 

to them from the vaults. The Hon. George A. 

Halsey and several of the Directors visited the 

institution durmg the day, and did what they 

could to aid the Bank Examiner in his inves- 
tigations. Mr. Baldwin, the defaulting Cash- 
fer, remained in his house during the day, 
nad was accessible to nobody but his per- 
sonal friends. He is said to be very much 
broken up, and to have lost all hope of ever 
again appearing among men asa respectable 
member of society. Hestiil clings to his story 
that all the money abstracted from the bank 
was loaned to C. Nugent & Co., and the 

United States authorities in Newark are be- 

ginning to believe his statement. The citi- 


zens, however, are. almost unanimous in the 
belief that he has told but half the truth in 
his confession, and refuse to entertain the idea 
that the firm of Nugent & Co. could have ab- 
sorbed the vast sum of $2,000,000 and over, 
in addition to the money which came to them 
legitimately in the way of business, in the 
vourse of eight years, which is the period given 
by Baldwin as cevering. his irregular loans. 
Most people believe that the bulk of this great 
niount has been Jost in Wall-street in a fruit- 
tess endeavor to make good the defalcations of 
the Cashier. 

The motive which influenced Baldwin in 
making the first unauthorized loan to Christo- 
pher Nugent from which he claims that all his 
deficit bas arisen was for the first time made 
public yesterday. Baldwin confessed to A. 
i). Keasby, United States District Attorney, 
barly yesterday morning that Nugent offered 
him a commission of 1 per cent. on all loans 
which he made to him, and that for eight 
gears past he had been diseounting the notes 
of the firm and drawing this commission with- 
put the authority or knowledge of the Direct- 
ors of the bank. How many loans he has made 
to Nugent & Co. during that time, or what 
amount of commission he has drawn, could 
not be ascertained yesterday, but it is evident, 
judging from the deficiency now apparent at 
the end of the transactions, that he must have 
secured a very large amount from his 
manipulation of the bank's trust moneys. 
What he has done with it is a question 

et to be answered. He steadily maintains 
hat he has not speculated and that he is nota 
dollar the richer by the defalcation, and the 
fact that he made the revelation of his crime 
timself instead of running away with still 
more of the bank’s money which was within 
nis reach is regarded by several of the Direc- 
iors as confirmatory of his statement that he 
never intended to injure the institution, but 
always expected to make good the amount 
which he had stolen. At the meeting of the 
poard on Sunday night he is reported by one 
of the Directors to have said: “I have 
gone over this thing in my mind, and 
i think it is your duty, gentle- 
men, to have me_ arrested to-night 
and taken.to jail, but 1 should like to go home 
tirst and see my wife, who knows nothing of 
my troubles. I tell you plainly thatif I had 
had the courage to do it [ wuuld have blown 
my brains out before making this revelation, 
but I could not nerve myself to that. I wiil 
ask no man to become security forme. I ex- 
pect to end my days in prison, and there I 
shall not suffer enough to atone for my erime, 
although 1’ve suffered the torments of the devil 
for the last 10 years.”” On Sunday he told his 
half-brotber, Theodore Baldwin, the Paying 
Telier of the Bank, that he had lived in hope 
that the discovery of the defalcation could be 
postponed until his fatker and President Halsey 
were dead. Both these gentlemen are over 80 
gears of age, and he dreaded the effect of the 
revelation upon them. Notwithstanding his 
declaration that he would ask no man to be- 
come security for him, Baldwin gave bail as 
s00n as be could arrange for it after his arrest, 
and is now free to come and go ashe pleases, 
subject only to the guardianship of his bonds- 
men. 

Bank Examiner Shelley had not concluded 
his examination of the books and vouchers in 
the bank last night, and in all probability it 
will require several days to complete the in- 
vestigation, but he expects to have a statement 
of the balances ready to transmit to Washing- 
ton by to-night. The clerks of the bank were 
busy yesterday in writing letters to the 
various correspondents of the institution ask- 
ing fora statement of the account of the Me- 
chanics’ National. It is not certain that 
Baldwin has not manipulated the funds on 
deposit in other banks, as he did those 
placed in the Mechanics’ National of this 
City, and Mr. Shelley proposes to 
make the examination thorough and 
complete this time. Until his work is com- 
pleted it will be impossible to say how much 
the depositors will lose by the wreck of the 
bank. Mr. Shelley said to a TIMES reporter 
yesterday: ‘‘From the examination which [ 
have made thus tar, I think that the defalca- 
tion will amount to over $2,000,000. Thestocks 
and securities in the bank, some of which are 
not so good as I was led to expect that they 
would be, but which are still worth something, 
added to the assessments which will be made 
on the stockholders, will possibly reduce the 
clear loss to the depositors to the neighbor- 
food of $1,000,000. But it is unsafe to 
base any hopes on these figures, because we 
do not know what new discoveries may be 
made as we progress with our examination. 
I cannot tell you of anybody who has lost 
largely by the suspension. If we cam save a 
million, the bank will probably pay about 40 
cents on the dollar to depositors. The stock- 
holders, of course, lose their stock and an 
amount equal to it, but they are all solid men 
pf wealth, and can be depended on to meet 
the demands whieh will be made upon them.”’ 

During the afternoon a rumor was circulat- 
rd on the streets that Christopher Nugent, 
who was arrested on Monday night as an ac- 
romplice of Baldwin, had committed suicide 
by blowing out his brains, and the report cre- 
ated the wildest excitement for a time. A 
visit to Mr. Nugent’s house soon disproved the 
report, but Nugent himself declined to be seen, 
pn the advice of his counsel. His brother, 
James Nugent, was found by a TIMES reporter 
at the morocco factory in Halsey-street. He 
denied indignantly that the firm had over- 
drawn its account in the Mechanics’ Na- 
tional Bank to the amount of $2,000,- 
000, and then, when ke had _ cooled 
down somewhat, affected to treat the 
entire matter esa huge joke. It was too ab- 
surd, he said, to suppose that the Nugents had 
spent such a great sum in eight years, ‘‘I be- 
gim to think that Baldwin is insane,” he said, 
laughing, ** but I can’t see why he should have 
pitched on our firm in preference to other de- 
positors in the bank. I te!l you whatit is. 
You will laugh at me, I suppose, but when the 
Bank Examiner gets through you will find 
that the bank owes us. There is nota man in 
Newark who believes this ridiculous story 
ebout us. We are running to the full extent of 
the capacity of our works. We have made no 
assignment, and, what’s more, we are not ~ 
mg to make any.” The Hon. Frederick H. 
Leese, the friend and counsel of Christopher 
Nugent, said to the reporter, ‘‘J shall sign no 
assignment, mortgage, or any other paper 
sransferring the property of my client te the 

echanics’ National Bank unti! I know moro 

Ido now. We suppose that we have.

overdrawn our account, but Ido not believe 
that we owe the bank more than $200,000, and 
our debt may fall below that amount. -That 
is about what Nugent thought his liability 
was when he told Baldwin that he had 
property enough to make it good. It 
is on that basis and with that belief 
that he has been carrying on the business, al- 
ways intending to pay up his overdrafts. The 
fact is, Nugent is a burly, jolly Irishman, who 
ought rot to be engaged in such an extensive 
business as he is. He knows nothing about 
books or book-keeping, and he trusted every- 
thing to Baldwin. Hesent his money, bills re- 
ceivable, and drafts payable to him to the 
bank, and drew money as he _ needed 
it. Baldwin was, to all intents and pur- 
poses, his financial man, and they used 
to meet together in Motor’s restaurant, 
in Market-street, which came to be 
popularly known as a branch of the Mechan- 
ics’ National Bank. Nugent gave him checks 
and drafts signed in blank, and Baldwin filled 
them up whenever he had need of the money. 
I don’t believe that Nugent had the least idea 
that these were used to defraud the bank. We 
shall take no action until we havea report of 
the condition of the bank. What we shall do 
then will depend upon the nature of that state- 
ment.” : 

During the day United States District At- 
torney Keasby was busy in taking measures 
to transfer the rope which Nugent is supposed 
to have twisted around the neck of Baldwin to 
that of the moroeco manufacturer. He de- 
scribed the steps which he had taken to a 
Times reporter as follows: 

“In his voluntary statement made to me 
last night Mr. Baldwin asserted that nearly all 
of the $2,000,000 or more which he had taken 
from the bank had been absorbed by irregular 
loans made to C. Nugent & Co. The hasty ex- 
amination which I was able to make yesterday 
confirmed me in the opinion that Mr. Baldwin 
had substantially told the truth in this mat- 
ter, and on the strength of this belief I caused 
the arrest of Mr. Nugent last evening. I 
continued my a last night and this 
morning, and satisfied myself still turther that 
Baldwin’s story was true. I secured from 
him the books in which he had kept a private 
record of the transactions of Nugent & Co. 
with the bank through him. These books 
showed the amount of actual money and real 
assets deposited by Nugent in the bank, and 
also the differences from month to month be- 
tween the funds so deposited and the amounts 
actually drawn from the bank by Nugent 
& Co. on their checks. They also exhibited 
more or less distinctly the manner in 
which these deficiencies were from time 
to time apparently made good by means of 
drafts of Nugent & Co. upon parties in New- 
York with whom they had no deposits, and 
which drafts Mr. Baldwin would take up in 
New-York with funds of the bank, thus con- 
stantly swelling the amount of Nugent’s over- 
drafts. I also obtained the drafts themselves, 
and by a cursory examination of them and the 
books I found that they amounted during this 
year alone to over half a million dollars. 
Here is the record of 1881: In Octo- 
ber Nugent drew from the bank $223,- 
000 and deposited $143,000; in BSep- 
tember he drew $142,000 and deposited 
but $75,000; in August his drafts were $165,000 
against deposits of but $96,000; in July he 
deposited $113,000 and drew $127,000; in June 
he withdrew $110,000 and deposited $107,000; 
in May he drew $152,000 against a deposit of 
$100,000; in April $158,000 against $111,000; in 
March $128,000 against $107,000; in February 
$158,000 against $77,000, and in Jarvuary 148,- 
000 against $62,000, These figures were the 
result of an examination made in a few hours, 
which will be continued by an expert as speed- 
ily as possible. My object was to get a gen- 
eral idea of the facts in the case. I 
came to the conclusion that this money had 
been obtained by Nugent fraudulently in eom- 
plicity with the Cashier, and with a full 
knowledge that it was tlie bank’s money. ‘To- 
day I notified Mr. Nugent, through his coun- 
sel, that I claim in behalf of the bank the 
entire property, stock, and manufactured arti- 
eles now in his factory, as being the property 
into which the money of the bank was 
fraudulently converted by him, and I have 
demanded that he shall turn this prop- 
erty all over te the Receiver who shall 
be appointed in partial restitutlon of the 
amount abstracted by him and the Cashier. I 
called his attention to the fact that for years 
past Nugent & Co, have been supplying the 
entire capital upon which their large business 
is founded by virtually abstracting it from 
the depositors of the Mechanics’ National 
Band in the manner now exposed.”’ 


‘What answer did Judge Teese make to this 
demand ?” asked the reporter. 

‘* He replied that he desired to make a more 
careful examination of the facts by means of 
an expert, that he acknowledged the justice 
of my demand if the facts as stated by me 
can be established, that he would employ an 
expert to examine the accounts under my 
supervision, and that if the examination es- 
tablished the tacts which I elaimed, he would 
advise Mr. Nugent to comply with my de- 
mand. In the meantime he — himself 
that no disposition whatever shall be made of 
the property, and that it shall be held undis- 
turbed, except so far asis necessary to keep 
the business in operation, a special account 
being kept of the current business, subject to 
future adjustment. Judge Teese pledged him- 
self that this arrangement should be strictly 
observed, and assured me that he had the full- 
est authority from Mr. Nugent to make the 
pledge.” 

‘*Mr. Keasby, do you believe that all this 
money went into the house of Nugent & Co.?”’ 


‘*Taking the statements of Nugent and 
Baldwin alone, that of Baldwin is inherently 
the most incredible, but any man who exam- 
ines these papers which I have will believe it. 
The system was very simple. Baldwin received 
from Nugent every month all the cash and all 
the bills receivable obtained through his busi- 
ness. He was always insisting that Nugent 
should give him as much as_ possible, 
and Nugent did turn everything in, but he 
drew out more than he deposited. Taq make 
the deficiency good on the books Baldwin filled 
out notes or drafts, which Nugent gave to him 
signed in blank, making them generally for 
uneven sums, so that they would appear to 
be ordinary commercial paper. When they 
became due ke took them up with the money 
of the bank supposed to be on deposit in New- 
York.” 

‘* What induced him to make the first loans 
to Nugent, and thus place himself in his 
power ?”’ 

“The usual motive, a desire to make a little 
extra money. Nugent paic him a commissien 
of lper cent. on each loan, and that was a 
pretty good commission if you consider the 
amounts involved. Here we have a deficiency 
of $2,000,000, which is supposed to represent 
loans unpaid. How much the loans have 
awounted to altogether in the last eight years 
it will require a good deal of investigation to 
compute, but it is eertain thatif Baldwin had 
saved his commissions on the advances made 
to Nugent he would now have a snug little for- 
tune,” 

‘* Why have no steps been taken to attach 
the property ot Nugext hero, as has been done 
in New-York ?”’ 

‘<The laws of New-Jersey do not allow the 
attachment of the property of residents of the 
county, unless an affidavit is made that they 
are aboutto abscond. We can only attach the 
a og! of non-residents.” 

The Hon. George A. Halsey, one of the Di- 
rectors who went to Washington on Sunday 
night to consult with Controlier Knox, re- 
turned to Newark on Monday night. When 
asked by a TIMES’s reporter yesterday in re- 
gard to the result of his mission, he said: 
**The Controller was very much surprised at the 
news which we carried him, almost as much 
surprised as the Board of Directors were when 
the deficit in the bank was first reported to 
them. Baldwiu was well known ard highly 
respected in Washington. Controller Knox 
will appoint a Receiver as soon as he receives 
the report of the Bank Examiner. I den’t 
know when that will be, but I should not 
think it would take long to examine the New- 
York accounts, which seem to be the only ones 
that have been tampered with.” 


‘*Were the Directors large stockholders in 
the bank ?’ the reporter asked. . 

‘I can only answer that question so far as 
the Halseys are concerned. I, with my brother 
and sister, hold $26,000 of stock, and President 
Haisey and his son have, I believe, about $49,- 
000. The stockholders are all wealthy men, 
who do not borrow, and have received very 
little, if any, accommodation from the bank. 
I do not believe that many failures will result 
from the suspension for the reason that the 
majority of the depositors were wealthy men, 
who are amply able to tide over a brief em- 
barrassment. I understand that the bank will 
probably secure the property of Nugent & Co., 
and if we succeed in that, it will reduce the 
loss to depositors very materially. They have 
the finest appointed morocco factory in the 
world. I can’t say how much it is worth, but 
it is very valuable.” 

‘‘Mr. Halsey,” said the reporter, ‘‘have you 
ever heard that Mr. Baldwin speculated in 
stocks ¢” 

‘*T never have,” was rs answer. 
**Some two weeks ago I as him if he ever 
speculated, and he told me that he never in- 
vested a dollar on the Street. If he had told 
me that he did speculate I should not have 
looked upon thatas any ground for suspicion 


of his bonesty. Baldwin is a man that everv-, 
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body trusted. If 1 had been offered 5,000 or 
10, shares of the bank stock at 175 
on eusGreny, I would have taken it at 
once, so confident wasI of the soundness of 
the bank and the integrity of Baldwin. He 


was the most trusted financial manin Newark, 


and poor people used to take their little money 
to him to keep for them, preferring to trust 
him rather than the savings banks. ® was a 
kind of trust agency in the bank. A poor 
woman came to me to-day in great trouble 
and told me she had given her bonds 
to Baldwin for safe-keeping. I told her 
that I guessed they were in the bank, and 
finally satisfied her that they were probably 
safe. People of this kind have been running 
to the bank allday. Of course, such trusts as 
these do not belong to the money of the bank, 
and I have no doubt that thev will be found 
allright. I don’t think Baldwin would rob 
the poor.” 

‘* How do you account for the fall of Mr. 
Baldwin ?”’ 

“*T believe that he is the vietim of his own 
good nature. He obliged Nugent, and finally 
the man got him in his power, and he hadn’t 
the courage to shake off the yoke. I asked 
him on Sunday why he did not come and tell 
his troubles to his friends when he fognd that 
Nugent had a rope around him. We would 
have made up a purse of half a million to save 
the bank in a moment’s time, but when we 
discovered the condition of affairs there was 
no bank left to save. It was practically 
wrecked. Baldwin didn’t have the courage 
to tell his friends of his trouble until it was 
too late. Had he trusted us in time, all might 
have been made right ?” 

“Do you think that Baldwin can be held to 
account criminally ?” 

‘*We think so; but, of course, we can’t tell 
yet. Itisno crime to borrow money, if you 
can get it, without giving security for its pay- 
ment, but I believe that.it is a crime to induce 
a man to loan you money that does not belong 
to him, Nugent knew that he was getting the 
bank’s money, and he used his power over 
Baldwin to force him to continue his advances, 
He may have believed that he could eventually 
repay this large sum, but if he did he must be 
avery visionary mar, The bank will certain- 
ly do its utmost to bring the knowledge of 
Baldwin’s crime home to him.” 

Ex-Judge Caleb S. Titsworth, the counsel of 
Cashier Baldwin, says that his client beeame 
involved through his good nature. He accom- 
modated Nugent until he was unable to extri- 
cate himself. He said to Judge Titsworth on 
Monday, ‘‘If I had been a big thief and ab- 
sconded with all this money, people would 
have respected me; as it is, I am a fool, and I 
am ready to pay for my felly.’”? At the 
meeting of the Directors on Sunday, it 
is reported that one of them asked Baldwin 
if the Examining Committee of the board 
had never asked him to explain why he 
carried so large a balance in New-York. The 
Examining Committee, Baldwin said, made an 
examination about three weeks ago. They 
were careful to count all the bills in a fifty or 
one-hundred dollar package to see that they 
amounted to the sum marked, and they eounted 
all the gold, but the $2,000,000 reported to be 
in New- York was a mere trifle, and they did 
not bother their heads about it. 

James F. Bond, one of the Directors of the 
bank, expressed great indignation yesterday 
at the report published in the papers declar- 
ing that the failure had ruined him. ‘‘ The 
report,’’ he said to a TIMES réporter, “is ut- 
terly false. Like many others,I had a con- 
siderable sum on deposit in the bank, butl 
am able to pay on presentation every debt 
that I owe, and I can do so to-day if I am 
called upon.” District Attorney Keasby says 
that the Directors are not responsible crim- 
inally for the failure unless it can be shown 
that they had guilty knowledge of the use 
which Baldwin was making of the bank’s 
funds, and it is abselutely certain 
that they had not. ‘I understand,” 
he said, “that Warren §. Ackerman, 
of Plainfield, has begun a suit in the Supreme 
Court against Joseph 8. Halsey, the Presi- 
dent, for $25,000 damages. The suit is ground- 
ed on the fact that President Halsey, by al- 
lowing his name to be used in the circulars of 
the bank, virtually pledged himself to attend 
to the active duties of President, which he has 
not done for some time, owing to his great 
age. Onthe strength of this implied pledge 
Mr. Ackerman deposited in the bank, and he 
now claims that Mr. Halsey is liable in dam- 
ages fer aiding to deceive him.” Mr. Acker- 
man owns 150 shares of the capital stock of the 
bank. 

The Celluloid Manufacturing Company, of 
Newark, having an office in this City at No. 
195 Broadway, was a depositor of the Newark 
Mechanics’ National, and is among the losers. 
Officers of the company, however, refused yes- 
terday to say to what extent it would suffer, 
though it was insisted that the amounts were 
‘*not exceedingly large.” 

The Aqueduct Board of Newark, having 
accrued interest and other obligations to meet 
yesterday, had a large amount on deposit with 
the broken bank. They made known their 
wants to the National State Bank, and were 
advanced enough to enable them to meet 
their obligations. ‘The county authorities, 
who were also large depositors, had a large to- 
tal of accruing obligations to meet yesterday. 
The Finance Committee of the County Board 
met yesterday and made satisfactory arrange- 
ments with the holders of the securities, but 
what those arrangements were they refused to 
aa 
say. oe 7 

WHAT IS SAID IN WALL-STREET. 

In Wall-street, yesterday, the Newark de- 
falcation continued to excite a lively interest. 
Cashier Baldwin’s denial of the charges of 


stock speculations was not accepted as satis- 
factory, and there were many who inclined to 
the opinion that his confession was not the 
whole truth. But among the former friends 
of the disgraced man there was an inelination 
exhibited to trust his word, A number of 
Newark bankers circulated through the street 
early in the day, and ail agreed that there was 
every reason to believe that Baldwin had made 
a ‘clean breast” of the whole matter, and that, 
as he had stated, every dollar of his pecula- 
tions had been turned over to Nugent. How 
Nugent, in his morecco factory, could have 
disposed of the immense sums stolen was not 
explained. Vice-President Condict, of the 
broken bank, came over from Newark during 
the day, and early in the afternoon was clos- 
eted with President Benjamin B. Sherman, of 
the New-York Mechanics’ National Bank. Mr. 
Condict averred that there was sympathy ex- 
pressed everywhere for Cashier Baldwin, and 
that it was universally believed in Newark that 
his confession, as published in THE TIMES yes- 
terday, was truthful. ‘‘The investigations, 
so far as they have gone,’ said Mr. 
Condict, ‘all point to the fact that 
Nugent is the real criminal, and that he had 
used Baldwin even against the latter’s will.’ 
Mr. Condict further declared that it was be- 
lieved on good evidence that, though Mr. Bald- 
win had been concerned in many enterprises, 
and had possessed numerous opportunities to 
plunder other institutions, he had tampered 
with no funds except those of the Mechanics’ 
Bank. His accounts as Executor of many 
estates, and as the guardian of several minors, 
are reported to be square to a penny. 
The fact that the New-York Mechanics’ Na- 
tional Bank was the correspondent in this 
City of the Newark Mechanics’ prompted 
large numbers of persons to visit that bank 
yesterday in search of information. Late last 
evening President Sherman said to a TIMES re- 
porter: ‘‘We know nothing new to-day 
worthy of note. The newspapers exhausted 
the story this morning, and the interview 
with me published in THE TrmeEs contains vir- 
tually ail I know in regard to the unfortunate 
affair.”” Mr. Sherman reiterated his belief 
that the New-York Mechanics’ would not lose 
anything through the defalcation. 

Mr. Runyon, of the firm of Martin & Run- 
yon, the brokers of Wall-street, said toa TIMES 
reporter yesterday that he was quite positive 
that Mr. Baldwin had never lost a penny 
in stock eperations through his house. On 
the contrary, Mr. Baldwin took more 
money away from the firm in stock transac- 
tions than he ever brought to it, The extent 
of his operations he could notsay. They were, 
however, quite limited, and at no time did he 
believe that Mr. Baldwin had more than a 
thousand shares, Mr. Baldwin’s mame 
figured on the books as one of the 
concern’s custemers, and an examination 
of these would easily determine to what ex- 
tent Mr. Baldwin had dabbled in _ stocks 
through his house, He did not believe that the 
total sum would exceed $15,000. Referring to 
Mr. Nugent’s affairs, Mr. Runyon said that 
that gentleman was well known to be a reck- 
less buyer of hides, and time and again he had 
bid in a newly arrived cargo, defying all com- 
petition by his reckless bids. This, Mr. Run- 
yon added, was a fact that was frequently 
taken advantage of by other hide merchants, 
and he became their dupe in consequence.

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PLENTY OF WATER AT LAST.

A SUFFICIENT SUPPLY NOW ON HAND—THE 
WATER IN CROTON LAKE RISING. 

The storm of the last two or three days has 
at last had such an effect upon the water supply of 
the City that the officers of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works admitted yesterday that the imminent 
danger of afamine had, for the present at least, 
passed away. Up to8o’clock yesterday morning 
the total rain-fall at the Croton Dam was 2.51 inches, 
and at Boyd’s Corners, where one of the storage 
reseryoirs is situated, the fall was 2.69 inches. 
While the rain lasted yesterday about one- 
tenth of am inch was added to this fall. 


When the storm began the water in the Croton 
Lake was about 23 inches below the top of the dam. 
At noon yesterday the surface of the lake had risen 
to within 13 inches of the top of the dam and was 
still rising. It was the opinion in the Public Works 
Department that before this morning the lake 
would overflow. There are two large storage 
reservoirs in the Croton Valley, one being at 
Boyd’s Corners and the other on what is termed 
the middle branch of the Croton River. Together 
these reservoirs have a capacity of 9,000,000,000 gal- 
lons, and in ordinary times they are kept full, in 
readiness for any emergency. Since the middle 
of August the scarcity of water has been 
so great that the supply in the storage 
reservoirs has been constantly drawn upon. For 
this reason there were only 1,640,000,000 gallons left 
of the 9,000,000,000 gallons when the storm began. 
Yesterday the Croton Lake had risen enough to 
warrant an order, which was issued, to stop draw- 
ing any more water from the two storage reser- 
voirs. The Croton Lake is, of course, supplied by 
the drainage of the water-shed below the big reser- 
voirs. From above the drainage runs into the stor- 
age reservoirs, and is now, therefore, all being 
saved. It will take a long while to fill the reser- 
voirs, but “every gallon counts,” and is nowa 
clear gain. Deputy Public Works Commissioner 
Hamlin said yesterday that while the danger of a 
water famine was over for the present, it was still 
advisable to maintain strict economy in the use of 
Croton. The only thing now dreaded by the depart- 
ment is that cold weather may setin before an- 
other rain can have a chance to finish the good 
work begun by the present storm. 

Word was received last evening that all the 
streams running into the Croton River and Lake 
were much swollen, and at the Croton dam the 
water was rising at the rate of an inch an hour. 
Superintendent Wood placeti extra heavy timbers 
across the tcp of the dam, raising the !atter a foot 
above the ordinary level. At the rate the water 
was rising it was expected to reach the top of this 
additional height by midnight. By thus raising the 
dam an additional capacity of 100,000,000 gallons 
will be secured for the Creton Lake. There seems, 
therefore, to be no further cause for alarm regard- 
ing the water supply.

FAILURES IN AND OUT OF THE CITY—LIA- 
BILITIES AND ASSETS, 

Advices from Lake Mahopac state that Reu- 
ben D. Baldwin, the banker who failed last week, 
has made an assignment for the benefit of his 
creditors to Munson Frost, T. R. Ganung, and 
Orrison Hazen. The liabilities are $72,000, of which 


$22.000 is preferred—$6,000 to his wife, $10,000 to 
Sylvester Dean, and $5,000 to Henry Vredenberg. 
The nominal assets are $72,000. the actual value of 
which is placed at $35,000, It is thought that un- 
secured creditors will probably not get over 20 per 
cent. The loss, it is said, will fall principally upon 
the farmers, as most of the merchants drew out 
their money some timeago. The failure is attrib- 
uted to losses resulting from speculations in Wall- 
street. Mr. Baidwin had an account with a well- 
known firm of stock brokers in Broad-street, and it 
is said that on the 9th of August be made $80,000; 
he went in more heavily since that time and lost 
large amounts, precipitating his failure. 

The New-York creditors of Daniel Haas, dry 
goods merchant of Charleston, 8S. C., have 
received a statement showing that his liabilities 
amount to $56,000, of which $24,000 is preferred; 
the assets are valued at $38,000. M. Israeles has 
been chosen creditors’ agent. H. B. Claflin & Co., 
who are creditors for $19,500, have instituted legal 
proceedings known as claim and delivery of goods, 
and the United States Marshal took possession. 

Reports reeeived in this City yesterday from Vin- 
cennes, Ind., state that Dick & Shouse, dealers in 
agricultural implements, have failed, with liabilities 
of $28,000, and assets valued at $20,000, Mr. Shouse 
was County Sheriff for four years. 

J. Goldsmith & Co., manufacturers of cloaks, at 
No. 28 White-street, made an assignment yesterday 
to Leopold Westheimer, giving a number of prefer- 
enees, the amounts of which were not mentioned. 
The firm began in 1876, claiming $25,000 capital, but 
have gradually run behind. In January they 
claimed a nominal surplus of $25,000. The liabili- 
ties are reported at about $40,000.

THE LEGALITY OF A SCHOOL ELECTION. 

For the past two or three weeks there has 
been considerable public excitement in school 
matters in the village of Irvington-on-the-Hudson, 
in Westchester County. On the lith of October 
Capt. John H. McCullagh, of the Seventeenth Pre- 


cinct of this City, whose residence is at Irvington, 
and Justice John M. Sullivan. of East Irvington, 
were elected School Trustees of District No. 2 of 
the town of Greenburg. Mr. Sullivan was the op- 
ponent of Mrs. John E. Williams, who had held the 
office and was a candidate for re-election. She is 
the widow of the late President of the Metro- 
politan Bank, in this City, and ha@the support of 
the wealthy people of Irvington. Soon after the 
result of the election had been announced, showing 
tbat Mr. Sullivan had been elected, a paper signed 
by Jay Gould, Alexander Hamilton, Cyrus W. 
Field and his son, David Dows,. George D. Morgan, 
Walter S. Gurnee, and Mr. Tiffany, the jeweler, 
and about 20 others was presented to the Board of 
Education protesting against the newly elected 
Trustees taking their seats on the ground that the 
election was illegal inasmuch as there had been no 
registry as required by law for elections in towns 
adjoining cities of 16,000 inhabitants. The town of 
Greenburg adjoins the city of Yonkers. Upon the 
receipt of this protest the Board of Education de- 
cided to hold a new election, and last Friday was 
appointed as a day of registration. On that day 
455 men and 245 women had their names regis- 
tered. The election was to have been held yester- 
day, but it was stopped by an injunction granted 
by Justice J. O. Dykeman on the petition of Mr. 
Sullivan. The court ordered the Board to show 
eause at White Plains on Saturday why the in- 
jumction should not be permanent and why John 
‘M. Sullivan and Capt. John McCullagh should not 
have their seats in the Board. State Superin- 
tendent Neil Gilmour has expressed the opinion 
that the election on Oct. 11 was perfectly legal, 
and that no registration of voters is necessary in

NEW-YORK STATE FISH COMMISSION. 

Ata meeting of the New-York Fish Com- 
mission, held yesterday, there were present Messrs® 
Robert B. Roosevelt, R, U. Sherman, and Eugene 
G. Blackford. This meeting was held for the pur- 
pose of receiving a report on such a locality as 


might be best adapted for the establishing of a 
hatchery for fresh and salt water fish adjacent to 
New-York. Mr. Frederick Mather recommended 
Cold Spring, on the north side of Long Island, as 
suitable for the purpose. This gentleman stated 
that ponds could be most eonveniently made, and 
that they would be fed by natural springs of a 
proper temperature. On the grounds was a dis- 
mantled building, which could be converted at a 
trifling expense into a hatchery. The ground was 
only 300 yards from the waters of the Sound, so 
that preserves for sea fish could be constructed, 
The property belonged to Mr. John k 
Jones, President of the Atlantic Mutual 
Insurance Company, who would not sell 
the ground, but offered it free of expense to the 
commission for five or more years. On motion of 
Mr. E. G. Blackford, it was resolved to take imme- 
diate steps forthe leasing of the property for the 
purposes of fish-culture. It is probable that early 
this Spring the necessary steps will be taken for 
laying out the ponds and establishing the fish 
hatchery. Had the New-York State Fisa Commis- 
sion been in condition to receive the soles and tur- 
bot which arrived a few days ago, by havinga 
salt water preserve, all chances of losing the fish 
would have been prevented.
